The rich are getting 
richer and the rest of us are 
getting screwed. 

Yes and no. The rich are 
getting richer, but we’re 
not getting screwed and 
more specifically the rich aren’t screwing us. 

We’ve been having a very healthy debate 
on how much money our government should 
be spending and how to pay for that. Part of 
that debate is the growing gap between the 
richest and the rest of us. This seems to be the 
target of the Occupy Wall Street folks. 

Americans on the left and the right, I can 
safely say, feel they are getting a bum rap. 
Those on the right have zeroed in on the gov- 
ernment as the cause of their woes and those 
on the left have zeroed in on the very wealthy. 

The bad news in all of this is that there is 
really no one to blame, not business and not 
government. 

Though big business leaders make huge 
amounts of money, it’s not like they are land 
barons hogging all the resources. Most of our 
really, really rich are self-made from creat- 
ing companies that introduced innovations. 
As for the government, it’s collecting less in 
taxes than it has in generations and is prob- 
ably less intrusive than it has been since the 
1920s. 

If we had someone to blame, maybe we 
could easily and quickly fix the wrong. 

Unfortunately, the real culprit is technolo- 
gy and progress. As we have invented faster 
and better ways to communicate and trav- 
el across the globe, trade has become a lot 
easier. That’s great, right? Who doesn’t love 
Skype and your car? But this ease of trans- 
portation and communication makes the cost 
of goods more equal between places, chang- 
ing what labor is worth between far-flung 
places. 

It’s the labor part that concerns most of us 
now. In fact, we Americans are overpaid by 
world production standards (how much we 
do) by 20 percent. That’s right, as we feel as 
a country underpaid and underemployed, by 
world standards we’re making too much now. 

So not only do we feel we’re getting a 
bad rap now because wages have been stag- 
nant for years, but it’s likely that wages will 
continue to stagnate until the gap between 
us and the rest of the world closes. It’s hard 
to imagine a way for wages to increase here 
with wages increasing much faster overseas. 
To make matters worse, we’re already over- 
worked. One of the reasons the gap is only 20 
percent is that we take off less time and work 
harder when we’re at work. We also have 
access to technology that makes us a whole 
lot more productive than other nations. 

So where’s the good news in all of this? 
Maybe it’s less good news and more realiz- 
ing that even in slower economic times and 
just after the Great Recession, we continue 
to do relatively well. Sure, we’re not in boom 
times, but as bad as 9 percent unemployment 
is it’s nowhere near as bad as Greece or Ire- 
land or Spain. 

The other good news is that wages are 
growing quickly overseas. In China wages 
have increased six-fold since 1996 and if that 
rate continues it’s likely that wages here too 
will increase, to keep pace with wages over- 
seas. A rising tide does lift all boats.

News in Brief 

• Lynch asks FEMA to lift limits on 
snowstorm aid: Gov. John Lynch would like 
the Federal Emergeney Management Agen- 
ey (FEMA) to think again. Lyneh is asking 
FEMA to reeonsider its limited emergeney 
deelaration, whieh it granted last week. Lyneh 
asked for more assistanee to help ensure New 
Hampshire eommunities ean reeover from the 
devastating Oetober snowstorm on Hallow- 
een weekend. Lyneh said FEMA’s original 
deelaration does not provide the full range 
of assistanee the state requested in dealing 
with the storm’s severe impaet. FEMA’s dee- 
laration was limited to direet assistanee from 
federal ageneies, whieh would eover just the 
eost of water, food and other materials, sueh 
as generators, that are supplied by federal 
ageneies, aeeording to a press release from 
Lyneh’s offiee. Lyneh wants the deelaration 
expanded to eover state and loeal eosts for 
debris removal, snow removal, overtime, shel- 
tering and other emergeney response eosts. If 
that request was granted, it would eover 75 
pereent of these state and loeal expenses. 

• NH senators ask for power grid reliabili- 
ty review: With more than 3 1 5,000 eustomers 
left without power in New Hampshire follow- 
ing the reeent snowstorm, U.S. Sens. Jeanne 
Shaheen and Kelly Ayotte ealled for a feder- 
al review of national reliability standards for 
Ameriea’s eleetrie power grid. Three sepa- 
rate major outages in the past two years have 
affeeted thousands of eustomers in the state, 
sometimes for as long as a week. The senators 
noted in their letter to the Federal Energy Reg- 
ulatory Commission and the North Ameriean 
Eleetrie Reliability Corporation that reliabili- 
ty seems to be deelining. “While all of us in 
New Hampshire understand the ehallenges 
our weather brings, eleetrie outages seem to 
be getting worse, not better,” Shaheen said in 
a statement. “Prolonged power outages eause 
tremendous strain and hardship on Granite 
State families and small businesses, and inter- 
rupt our ehildren’s studies in sehool,” Ayotte 
said in a statement. About 160,000 eustom- 
ers lost power in August after Hurrieane Irene 
and 360,000 lost power in February 2010 in a 
wind storm. 

• Info sessions scheduled for new char- 
ter school: The Mill Falls Charter Sehool, 
soon to be the state’s first publie Montessori 
sehool, is holding eommunity information

to New Hampshire residents. Sehool lead- 
ers will diseuss the Montessori method, the 
New Hampshire eharter model, the goals and 
mission of the new sehool and the enroll- 
ment proeess, aeeording to a sehool press 
release. Sessions are designed for interest- 
ed parents and guardians. The sehool, whieh 
reeeived its eharter in Mareh, is slated to 
open in September 2012. There are more 
than 6,000 Montessori sehools in the eoun- 
try, about 400 of them publie. The sehool is 
expeeted to deliver edueation to about 90 stu- 
dents from kindergarten through grade 3. By 
2015, sehool offieials expeet to have nine 
elassrooms with about 220 students from kin- 
dergarten through grade 6. In the Montessori 
sehool approaeh, sehools use multi-age elass- 
rooms where teaehers deliver individualized 
and small group instruetion, while nurtur- 
ing students’ ereativity, euriosity and desire 
to learn, the release said. The approaeh also 
emphasizes students’ soeial and emotional 
growth. The meetings will take plaee as fol- 
lows: Thursday, Nov. 10, at 6:30 p.m. at the 
Manehester Publie Library, 405 Pine St.; 
Monday, Nov. 14, at 6:30 p.m. at the Bish- 
op O’Neil Youth Center, 30 South Elm St.; 
Thursday, Dee. 1, at 7 p.m. at Girls, Ine., 340 
Varney St.; and Saturday, Dee. 3, at 10 a.m. at 
Brookside Congregational Chureh, 2013 Elm

• What should we do with our first State- 
house? The state Division of Historieal 
Resourees has seheduled two publie meetings 
to gather information about the state’s First 
State House Projeet. The publie is invited 
to attend and learn more about New Hamp- 
shire’s first Statehouse, as well as to provide 
their own insights and eomments about ways 
this unique resouree might be used. Meetings 
will take plaee at Strawberry Banke in Ports- 
mouth on Monday, Nov. 14, from 6 to 8 p.m., 
and at 2 Pillsbury St., fifth floor, in Coneord 
on Tuesday, Nov. 15, from 6 to 8 p.m. The 
state owns remnants of its first Statehouse, 
whieh was built in 1758 in Portsmouth as the 
seat of New Hampshire’s eolonial govern- 
ment, aeeording to the Division of Historieal 
Resourees. The goal of the projeet is to ereate 
greater opportunities for the publie to enjoy 
and benefit from the resouree as a historieal 
artifaet. In addition to publie meetings and 
targeted studies, the Division has ereated an 
online survey. Visit www.nh.gov/nhdhr. 

• Bass co-sponsors bill that would 
encourage states to use generic drugs for 
Medicaid: U.S. Rep. Charlie Bass introdueed 
bipartisan legislation last week to eneourage 
states to use eost-saving generie preseription 
drugs in the Medieaid program. Aeeording to 
a press release from Bass’s offiee, the legis- 
lation would help save Medieaid millions of 
dollars eaeh year. Bass eo-sponsored the bill 
with Reps. Jo Ann Emerson and Peter Weleh. 
The bill is a eompanion bill to a bill Massa- 
ehusetts Sen. Seott Brown introdueed last 
summer. “At a time when we must rein in 
federal spending. Congress should be seek- 
ing innovative ways to save taxpayer money, 
espeeially in programs like Medieaid,” Bass 
said in a statement. “By giving states ineen- 
tives to inerease their generie drug utilization 
and keeping some of the savings, we ean 


eneourage other states to follow New Hamp- 
shire’s lead.” Bass also said the legislation 
doesn’t eost anything to implement. The bill 
would allow states to keep 50 pereent of the 
Federal Medieal Assistanee Pereentage sav- 
ings direetly assoeiated with an inerease 
in generie drug substitution, whieh would 
eneourage states to inerease the use of gener- 
ie drugs. The bill also ereates a grant program 
for states, with a generie substitution rate of 
92 pereent or greater to implement innovative 
ways to aehieve further Medieaid savings, 
the release said. Aeeording to the Gener- 
ie Pharmaeeutieal Assoeiation, the Centers 
for Medieare and Medieaid Serviees estimat- 
ed that even a 2-pereent inerease in generie 
drug utilization by Medieaid would save the 
program more than $1.3 billion annually, the 
release said. 

• Online course helps small business- 
es use Internet: The New Hampshire Small 
Business Development Center has launehed 
a free online eourse, “Sites that Sell: Build- 
ing Your e-Commeree Business.” The eourse. 


whieh is sponsored by Fairpoint Communi- 
eations, provides information on how small 
businesses ean inerease their profitability by 
using the Internet to ereate new sales opportu- 
nities. The e-eourse explores how to develop a 
website, ereate a domain name, ehoose a pay- 
ment method, fulfill eustomer orders, and go 
mobile with a website. The eourse is one of 26 
online eourses offered for free as part of the 
Development Center’s e-Leaming for Entre- 
preneurs program.

• Milford couple on Secretly Pregnant: 
A Milford couple will be featured in a TLC 
documentary next week. Richanne and Lau- 
ra Petrigno used artificial insemination last 
October in hopes of having a baby. Only 
weeks later they learned Richanne had a 
large mass growing in her brain. A few days 
after that news, they learned the insemination 
worked and Richanne was pregnant, accord- 
ing to an email from the couple. The episode 
looks at the health struggles and their legal 
struggles as a same sex couple, the email 
said. Their story will air on Wednesday, Nov.

• FairPoint names new leader for NH: 

FairPoint Communications recently named 
Patrick McHugh as its New Hampshire 
president.

• Feds reward NH HHS for improved 
food stamp access: The state Department of 
Health and Human Services was awarded a 
high performance bonus award of $439,000 
earlier this week. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture recognized DHHS’ Division of 
Family Assistance for improving access to its 


food stamp program. The award is for Most 
Improved Program Access Index for Fiscal 
Year 2010. The index measures the degree 
to which low-income people have access 
to food stamps. This is the second year the 
state has been recognized. There are currently 
more than 54,000 households participating in 
the food stamps program in the state.

For years the question of an adequate 
education, and its subsequent costs, has 
hung over the state like a black cloud, if 
gloomy metaphors work for you. 

That’s been the case ever since the state 
Supreme Court ruled in 1997 that the state 
must pay the entire cost of an adequate 
education to every community statewide, 
regardless of a community’s financial need. 

Gov. John Lynch has always wanted to 
address the issue of funding an adequate 
education. Now in his record fourth term, 
and effectively a lame-duck governor 
because he won’t be seeking a fifth term. 
Lynch offered a proposed constitution- 
al amendment on the adequacy issue. His 
proposal would essentially give the respon- 
sibility of funding and determining an 
adequate education to the legislature. 

Lynch said he’s hoping the measure 
would allow the state to more effectively 
target aid to communities that need it the 
most. 

‘Tt is my strongly held belief that the state 
has a responsibility to ensure that every 
child in New Hampshire has the opportu- 
nity for a quality education,” Lynch said in 
a statement. “But to accomplish that goal, 
we need an amendment that allows the state 
to target aid to communities with the great- 
est needs, and that is what this amendment 
will do.” 

New Hampshire is the only state that has 
a requirement that the state pay the entire 
cost of an adequate education to every 
community. Following Lynch’s propos- 
al, the legislature would get the authority 
and responsibility to define standards for 
public education, establish standards for 
accountability and mitigate local dispar- 
ities in educational opportunity and fiscal 
capacity, according to the amendment. The 
amendment would give the legislature “full 
discretion” to determine how to raise and 
distribute state funding for education. The 
amendment maintains court review if the 
state fails to meet its responsibilities. 

Most political observers weren’t neces- 
sarily surprised Lynch offered something, 
but the execution seemed odd from a politi- 
cian who rarely missteps and who is usually 
methodical. His office just sent out a press 
release, with no fanfare, and no one else 
was included, no press conference, nothing. 
That caught leading lawmakers off guard. 

“I’m not surprised he has an amendment, 
but we don’t have a good sense of his game 
plan,” said political analyst Dean Spiliotes. 


House Speaker Wil- 
liam O’Brien, R-Mont 
Vernon, said in a state- 
ment he thought this 
was just a lame duck 
governor “more inter- 
ested in the appearance 
of a legacy than actu- 
ally solving the 
problem.” O’Brien also 
said he himself had offered a constitution- 
al amendment to restore the legislature’s 
authority over education funding. That 
measure was expected to be taken up by the 
Senate in 2012. 

Following Republicans’ winning large 
majorities in the House and Senate in 2010, 
it seemed this would have been a potential 
area for Lynch to work with some Repub- 
lican members of the legislature. There did 
appear to be a sense from both sides that 
they wanted to do something, Spiliotes 
said. Lynch has always prided himself on 
working in a non-partisan manner. 

“Fm not really sure why he went through 
this process in that manner,” Spiliotes said. 
“It was one area where there seemed to be 
some potential to work across the aisle.” 

Surprise 

The amendment could simply be a last- 
minute attempt by Lynch to get something 
done. O’Brien’s reaction to the legislation, 
as well as that of Senate President Peter 
Bragdon, who, according to an Associated 
Press report, was “visibly upset” to hear that 
Lynch offered his amendment and actually 
said he was disappointed with Lynch, kind 
of sums things up on their end. Is it possible 
Lynch sensed he wasn’t getting anywhere 
on the issue with Republicans and figured 
he needed to offer something? 

“We don’t know the behind-the-scenes,” 
Spiliotes said, adding it would appear 
Lynch would have been better served to 
coordinate it with interested Republicans. 

“The governor and the leaders in the 
House and the Senate have been talk- 
ing ... for months, since the spring,” said 
Colin Manning, Lynch’s press secretary. 
“They’ve been talking a long time.” 

So should they have been surprised? 

“This is something they’ve been talking 
about for months,” Manning repeated. 

Lynch has long held that he believes the 
state needs an amendment to ensure the 
state has a responsibility for education and 
the ability to meet the needs of the needi- 
est communities. Manning said. He added 
Lynch believes it is important for courts to 
continue to have a role. 



If the end game is to push for this amend- 
ment next year. Lynch didn’t appear to do 
himself any favors by not at least notify- 
ing Republican leadership in advance. He 
may have alienated Republicans in how he 
released his amendment — and if he were 
to be truly pushing for passage next year, 
he’s going to need lots of Republicans to 
hop on board. 

So if he could make his proposal again, 
would he do it differently? 

“It’s not something we’ve discussed,” 
Manning said. “He has an amendment that 
he believes accomplishes the goals he has 
articulated the last couple years, and he 
thinks this is the best way to ensure every 
child in New Hampshire has an equal

opportunity for a quality education in New 
Hampshire.” 

This has clearly been a big issue for Lynch 
for some time, and Spiliotes figured there 
probably was some legacy component to it. 
Maybe he has a game plan in mind, or maybe 
he just wants to be able to say he tried. 

Democratic support? 

Arnie Arnesen, host of Political Chow- 
der, said Democrats would fight an 
amendment like this tooth and nail if it had 
come from a Republican governor. 

“Instead of a constant obligation, instead 
it’s a crap shoot,” Arnesen said. “If Republi- 
cans want to destroy education as we know 
it, now they have that license. If Democrats 
want to invest in education, now they have 
license to do it, but the people can’t do it.” 

As far as gubernatorial campaigns go, edu- 
cation funding will surely be an issue — it 
always is. There have been a lot of proposals 
on this issue, so the fact that Lynch has a par- 
ticular version out there right now might not 
make a huge difference, Spiliotes said. 

“Was this a real attempt to start negoti- 
ations in January or was it just to keep it 
salient as elections come up?” Spiliotes 
said.

Cain’s campaign is atypical on purpose

It might be one of the strangest eampaign vid- 
eos of all time. Herman Cain’s ehief of staff, 
Mark Bloek, stares into the eamera, urges Amer- 
ieans to support his eandidate and then starts 
smoking a eigarette. 

The eommereial has been deelared bizarre, 
insane and genius. It is a mieroeosm of the 
entire Cain eampaign, whieh has morphed from 
politieal side note to the eover of Newsweek 
magazine. Along the way, Cain has defied erit- 
ies and mn what Business Insider’s Graee Wyler 
ealled a “post-modem” eampaign. But Cain’s 
meteorie rise ereates two questions: will this 
strategy lead Cain to the White House or seeure 
him a eushy gig on FOX News? And what 
impaet will that answer have on future presiden- 
tial eleetions? 

“I think it’s been, in this ease, this eyele, we’re 
seeing a very nationalized primary eampaign, 
where typieal grassroots, retail-style polities are 
still there, but with the weekly debates, nation- 
al media eoverage, eandidates are riding the 
national diseourse...,” said politieal analyst Dean 
Spiliotes. “In this partieular ease, it’s benefited 
Herman Cain. He’s got a lot of visibility, a lot of 
buzz. He’s done well in the national diseourse up 
until now. Whether or not he has the grassroots 
organization to turn out the vote in Iowa or get 
support in New Hampshire, who knows?” 

If you’re an aetive politieo in the Granite 
State, you may realize Cain hasn’t been spend- 
ing mueh time in New Hampshire. In faet, he 
has only seven paid staffers in New Hampshire 
and Iowa eombined. In New Hampshire, Cain 
is using Charlie Spano as field direetor. Spano 
has no ties to the state, whieh has a reputation of 
rejeeting outsiders. Yet his poll numbers eontin- 
ue to rise, while Cain spends time in states like 
Alabama, whieh are eonsidered ineonsequen- 
tial in winning the presideney Cain has not been 
foeusing his efforts solely on the early primary 
states, like Jon Huntsman (New Hampshire) and 
Miehele Baehmann (Iowa). Cain has instead 
adopted a national strategy, using the media to 
help raise his name reeognition. 

Not everyone thinks this is sueh a good idea, 
as even members of Cain’s eampaign staff have 
left, reportedly eiting a belief Cain was more 
interested in promoting his book than in leading 
the eountry. Former New York City mayor Rudy 
Guiliani tried a similar national strategy in 2008. 
It was an epie failure. And he was Ameriea’s 
mayor. Cain is a former CEO of a pizza eompa- 
ny He is a sueeessful businessman but one with 
less name and faee reeognition than Papa John. 
Cain’s only stab at publie offiee was an ill-fated 
mn for Senate in 2004. 

Yet Cain keeps gaining momentum. Last 
week he raised $250,000 in a single day In the 
last Rasmussen poll, Cain is leading in South 
Carolina by 10 points over Mitt Romney (33 
pereent to 23 pereent). All of this amidst allega- 
tions of previous sexual harrassment. 

While Cain’s eampaign has a more national 
foeus than other eandidates’, that approaeh itself 
isn’t making a debut this time around. President 
George Bush’s 2000 eampaign operated with 
a more top-down national approaeh, though 
Spiliotes wasn’t sure Cain had the grassroots 


organization that Bush had. 

The role of teehnology and the Internet in 
partieular is ever-growing. Teehnology has had 
a tremendous impaet on how people eonsume 
politieal information, as well as how eandidates 
generate name reeognition. Something Cain 
does in New Hampshire is going to simultane- 
ously hit viewers online in California or Florida. 

“Nobody is talking mueh about [Cain’s] 
grassroots organizational skills in New Hamp- 
shire,” Spiliotes said. “Basieally eandidates ride 
a media wave to the top of the polls nationally” 

At least until the last few days, the publie 
has looked past Cain’s stumbles and flaws in a 
way they eertainly wouldn’t have for Romney 
Part of this is that Cain benefits from a Republi- 
ean eleetoral elimate that is eager to emaneipate 
itself from Washington as usual. The voters in 
the Republiean primary, many of whom are far 
more eonservative than general eleetion voters, 
don’t want a eareer politieian. And so they are 
embraeing Cain for his inexperienee (the exaet 
thing those same voters held against Obama in 
2008). For these voters, Cain is a elean slate 
full of eatehy slogans (9-9-9) who oozes eharis- 
ma. He is funny and seems like he is genuinely 
enjoying the experienee of miming for president, 
as opposed to Riek Perry, whose performanee at 
a reeent debate elieited someone on Twitter to 
write that he looked like he had been dragged 
there by subpoena and was foreed to testify 
against a family member. In another Rasmus- 
sen poll voters supported a generie Republiean 
47 pereent to Obama 42 pereent. Is Cain their 
generie Republiean? 

The elimate is favorable for someone like 
Cain. Every primary eyele there is sort of 
an establishment eandidate that most people 
assume will be the nominee, but then there is 
typieally someone who eaptures the spirit of the 
disaffeeted, Spiliotes said. Right now, that per- 
son is Cain. 

“A number of people have tried to fit that 
role,” Spiliotes said, adding Miehele Baehmann 
filled that void in the early part of the summer, 
and Riek Perry was supposed to bridge the gap 
between the establishment and movement eon- 
servatives. “For now, Herman Cain has tapped 
into people who are unhappy with government.” 

The question is whether Cain will be able to 
turn out the vote. 

In the end, fun ean only get you so far and 
governing is serious. Even Wyler notes in her 
artiele that Cain may be eliminated by Super 
Tuesday But regardless of the outeome, the 
seope of politieal eampaigning has been altered, 
if even only a little bit. Cain went from nowhere 
to not only being a player but often generating 
the diseussions that drove the eampaign. He did 
this at first without a lot of money or staff. Cain’s 
sueeess as a non-politieian may make others 
doubt the eonventional path to the White House 
— you no longer have to be a senator or a gov- 
ernor to be taken seriously. 

Cain’s alternative eandidaey isn’t without a 
blueprint. Candidates like Ross Perot have shak- 
en things up in the past. 

“Maybe [Cain’s sueeess] gets people off the 
sidelines [in future eleetions]” Spiliotes said. “It 
really depends on how he does. Is this a legiti- 
mate ehallenge or just kind of a sideshow?”

Wayne MacDonalcf leacfs NH party into election season 

After Jack Kimball resigned as state GOP chairman amid 
controversy, Wayne MacDonald took over the post. 
MacDonald, who had been vice-chairman of the party for 
eight years, has brought a calming presence following a 
rocky few months of stories of poor fundraising and inner 
squabbles. MacDonald has been at the helm in the midst of a 
presidential primary race. He says so far, so good. 


How^s it going so far? 

^ I think it’s going well. We 
# have a great group of people in 
this ofiBee. I’ve been here a little over 
two months. . . . We’ve had a lot of help from the 
eongressional offiees. [Sen. Kelly Ayotte] lent us 
Andy Leaeh on personal leave to help us. [Leaeh 
was formerly exeeutive direetor of the state GOP.] 
[Rep. Frank Guinta] allowed Sean Thomas per- 
sonal leave to eome over. [Rep. Charlie Bass] lent 
us Harold Parker. ... Jake Aveiy, he’s our veteran 
staffer. ... He’s the field direetor ... Tory Mazzola, 
he’s going to be starting on Nov. 14 [as exeeutive 

direetor] He’s eurrently the Northeast regional 

press seeretary for the National Republiean Con- 
gressional Committee. ... We had a sueeessful 
fundraiser with [Gov. Bob MeDonnell] of Virgin- 
ia with a reeeption at the Grappone Center. We 
also had a sueeessful golf tournament. Bill Bin- 
nie, our finanee direetor, was kind enough to let 
us use his faeility. ... We’ll also have a new viee 
ehairman, Pam Manney from Goffstown ... and 
we’re exeited to have her on. ... 

There obviously been a lot of change. 
Does that create an opportunity to refresh 
things and start anew? 

All of these folks are very energetie with good, 
positive outlooks. . . . Certainly, we have a veiy 
established exeeutive eommittee. I’ve been on 
the state party exeeutive eommittee for 23 years 
in various eapaeities. Seeretary Greg Carson has 
been here quite a while. . . . Jim Foley, the ehair- 
man of Derry, I think it’s his fourth two-year term. 
So there’s a lot of stability there. We have good 
institutional knowledge, as well as new people 
eoming in and bringing in new ideas. 

Looking ahead to next year, whafs the state 
party’s focus going to be? 

Again, fundraising is an ongoing proeess .... 
It’s going to be eritieally important to reemit the 
best possible eandidates, for the 400 House seats, 
the 24 Senate seats, the five Exeeutive Couneil 
Seats, if they don’t all mn, eounty offiees. We’ve 
got a great group of ineumbents already in offiee 
and ideally they’d all mn. ... A lot of folks ean’t 
serve more than one term for personal reasons 
.... Beyond that, we’ll be offering training to ean- 
didates ... making sure they have the tools they 
need to be as effeetive as they ean. ... whether 
it’s a voter eheeklist, good literature drops, pub- 
lie relations things, letters to editors.... 

And what about the primary date,,, ? 

It’s aetually two days later than it was four 
years ago. The Jan. 10 date was the date I was 
personally hoping for. I was hoping that Seere- 
tary of State William Gardner would find the 
date appropriate. I respeet his deeision and I think 
he’s handled the whole proeess well... Onee our 
ffiends in Nevada moved to Feb. 4, that freed up 
that partieular date. We prefer Tuesdays in New 
Hampshire. Certainly this will work well. It fits in 
well in the period between Iowa and South Caro- 
lina. I’m glad it was able to work out.

The eeonomy wasn’t doing well. Revenues 
were not where they were expeeted to be. ... 
[Senate President Peter Bragdon and House 
Speaker William O’Brien] are doing a great 
job. I’m doing everything I ean as ehairman to 
stand up for the efforts of Republieans in the 
House and Senate. . . . 

Some say the legislature has gone too far. 
What do you think? 

In [Gov. John Lyneh’s] first term, if my mem- 
ory serves me, we saw spending go up 4 pereent, 
and that’s with Republieans in eontrol of the 
House and Senate. In the seeond term, the first 
Demoeratie legislature in over a eentury, spend- 
ing went up over 17.5 pereent. ...

I’ve had 
tremendous support from the exeeutive eommit- 
tee, other Republieans and ffiends. So far, so good.

New Hampshire improves preterm birth rates 


Preterm birth rates improved in nearly every state between 2006 
and 2009, aeeording to the Mareh of Dimes 2011 Premature Birth 
Report Card. New Hampshire improved its grade from C to B in the 
report eard. The improvement is tied to a variety of health interven- 
tions, aeeording to a Mareh of Dimes press release. Mareh of Dimes 
has been working with hospitals and health poliey experts to pro- 
mote quality improvement initiatives that have redueed the number 
of medieally unneeessary e-seetions and induetions seheduled before 
39 weeks of pregnaney. Vermont was the only state to earn an A. Pre- 
term birth, whieh is birth before 37 weeks gestation, eosts the U.S. 
more than $26 billion annually, the release said.

The NFL season hits the mid 


It’s the mid- way 
point of the NFL sea- 
son and if it were over 
today the 5-3 Patriots 
would squeak into the 
playoffs by winning 
the AFC East on the 
seeond tie-breaker. 
But if Buffalo or the 
Jets get that, the Pats don’t even win a wild 
eard spot. And with the Jets up next in the 
Meadowlands things are not rosy in Patriot- 
ville, at least at the moment. That’s the first 
of some thoughts of things that are going on 
around football at the mid- way point. 

He’s been getting better, but Detroit’s Cal- 
vin Johnson is now offieially a beast with 
numbers that projeet to 94 eatehes, 1,608 
yards and 22 TDs over a full season. Looks 
like Matt Millen finally got one right. 

I’m no draft expert, but I do know that you 
are far more likely to get an impact player in 
the first 10 picks than you are by continual- 
ly trading down to accumulate picks. That’s 
why I was begging Coach B to use all his 
extra ammo in the 2011 draft to go up to get 
an impact pass rusher. Instead he took a tackle 
first and traded out of the first round so a team 
that led the league in scoring and was starved 
for defensive help could take seven offensive 
players in nine picks. 

Among the guys in the first 10 were Den- 
ver’s Von Miller (second overall) and the 
’49ers’ Aldon Smith (seventh), who each 
have 6.5 sacks at mid-year. St. Louis’s 
Robert Quinn (14), Washington’s Ryan 
Kerrigan (16) and Tampa Bay’s Adrian 
Clayborn (three spots behind Nate Solder at 
20) have three each. Plus Houston’s Brooks 
Reed (44th) has 4.0 while Arizona’s Sam 
Acho (fourth round) has 3.0 and Tennessee’s 
Karl King (fifth round) each have 3.0. Mean- 
while the Pats have Solder, Ras-I (’m always 
hurt) Dowling and Shane Vereen — who 
hasn’t played a down and won’t with Kevin 
Faulk and Danny Woodhead around — to 
show for his ammo. 

Anyone remember me saying after Matt 
Cassell filled in for the injured Tom Brady 
in 2009 that they should consider a Herschel 
Walker-type deal for Brady if the right one 
surfaced because that was the fastest way to 
rebuild a crumbling defense? My suggest- 
ed trade was with the ’49ers — who’d send 


back linebacker Patrick Willis, two firsts and 
two seconds. Not saying the now 7-1 Nin- 
ers would have done it, but if they did, how 
would the Pats look today with Cassell at QB 
and two of these then-available guys — Bri-

Howto eat local and 
travel smart this 


holiday season 


Thanksgiving is a time when everyone from occasional to experienced 
cooks likes to give themselves a challenge. Perhaps you’ve done the fried 
turkey and maybe even experimented with different ethnic cuisines for 
your side dishes. If you’re looking for a fresh approach to this year’s 
meal, why not try, well, fresh — that is to say locally grown and sourced 
ingredients and dishes? 

In this guide to a greener Thanksgiving, Angel Roy considers how to go 
about shopping for a feast from local farmers markets — yes, you read 
that right. Even though the snow has fallen, local farmers are still heading 
out to markets, specifically to the area’s growing array of winter farmers 
markets, to sell their local treats. Jeff Mucciarone considers the bird and 
native alternatives to the turkey. Feeling adventurous? Skip the farm all 
together and try a grouse. Adam Coughlin considers those hours spent in 
traffic trying to get to your holiday destinations — is there a greener way 
to go? And Karen Plumley looks at that age-old recycling question: how 
do you make tasty new meals out of your Thanksgiving leftovers? 

Tasty menus and creative travel plans — here are some ways to add a 
little green to your fall feast. 


Feast local 

Get fixings from area farmers markets

Winter farmers markets have emerged as a way to support loeal 
agrieulture year-round, and they ean help you avoid the erowds at 
supermarkets this Thanksgiving season. 

“It’s a great thing to do to graee your table with things that are 
grown and raised here in New Hampshire,” said Kris Mossey, 
president of New Hampshire Farmers Market Assoeiation. 

Gail MeWilliam Jellie, direetor of the division of agrieulture 
at the state Department of Agrieulture, Markets and Food, said 
the number of people shopping at farmers markets is growing 
though in some areas winter farmers markets are still a new eon- 
eept. Some winter farmers markets, she added, have opted to 
start earlier in the season, rather than kieking off in January, to 
be a shopping destination during the holidays. 

“Many of them this year seem to be running from November to 
April,” MeWilliam Jellie said. 

MeWilliam Jellie also noted that depending on what you are 
looking to buy, shopping at a farmers market ean go easy on your 
wallet. 

“If you’re looking for prime rib you will pay for that no mat- 
ter where you go, but I think you ean make [dinner] eeonomieal 
when you buy raw foods and prepare them yourselves,” she said. 
“You often save yourself money in that proeess and eertainly it’s 
fresh, so the health benefits are there.” 

“The thing that really stands out a lot for people is that they 
ean have a eonversation with the person that grew or made the 
food and find out how it’s been grown or how it’s been handled,” 
she said. 
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Appetizers 

It is no secret that the cheese industry in 
the state has seen success over the years, and 
many local dairy farms have set up booths at 
local farmers markets to share their products 
directly with the consumer. On the seacoast 
and in Concord, Brookford Farm of Rollins- 
ford will sell fresh camembert and mozzarella 
(and butter and cream for use in other dishes), 
and also on the seacoast Sandwich Creamery 
of North Sandwich will sell cheddar, brie and 
a variety of spread cheeses. Heart Song Farm 
of Gilmanton will sell its goat cheese in Con- 
cord. Most farmers market cheeses, Mossey 
said, can be served as a pre-feast snack with 
such specialty products as Craquelins artisan 
crackers, made in Bedford. 

“We’ve got a cracker person in New Hamp- 
shire now — we’ve got it all,” Mossey said. 
Many Granite State wineries will also contin- 
ue to sell their products at farmers markets 
this season, she added. 

The main course 

Unfortunately, turkeys are not likely to 
be sold at most markets this season as many 
farmers solicit orders through stores and their 
own websites. 

“It’s a wonderful way to support farmers in 
New Hampshire by serving a turkey that was 
raised here,” Mossey said. Some farms, she 
added, may arrange for turkey order pick-ups 
at farmers markets, which can give you one- 
stop shopping for your feast. 

“It takes a while to process [turkeys] so I’m 
not sure how many people take a chance to 
just sell a turkey at the market,” McWilliam 
Jellie said. 

Many farms will sell other meats, including 
Miles Smith Farm in Loudon (which will sell 
fresh beef at the Concord Winter Markets for 
those 2012 feasts) and Mountain Farm in War- 
ner (which offers cuts of pork). Seafood was 
sold at some markets across the state during 
the summer months, and Mossey said it is not 
unlikely to find it at the winter markets this year. 

“A lot of people do like seafood with 
[Thanksgiving] dinner,” she said. Sanders Sea- 
food in Portsmouth will take part in the Concord 
Winter Farmers Market and two seafood ven- 
dors have already signed on to participate in the 
Seacoast Eat Local Farmers Markets, where the 
non-turkey crowd can also purchase chicken 
from Hurd Farm in Hampton and venison from 
Bonnie Braes Farm in Plymouth. 

Side dishes 

Though summer has left us abruptly, fresh 
vegetables can still be part of your Thanks- 


giving spread as farmers have already stocked 
up on their storage crops to sell at the markets 
during what used to be their off-season. Moss- 
ey said we can definitely expect an abundance 
of winter squash and potatoes at the winter 
markets held earlier in the season, but she 
noted that after the October snowstorm some 
farmers may be waiting for the snow to melt 
to dig up their carrots and turnips. 

“Root vegetables are a good accompani- 
ment,” Mossey said. “Every family has their 
favorite thing to have. We always have to 
have turnips or parsnips, things like that — 
traditional New England food.” 

Some farmers have winterized their pro- 
duction so well that they can also sell greens 
at the markets, McWilliam Jellie said. 

For fans of cranberry sauce there is good 
news and bad news. The bad news is that 
the Granite State is not exactly known for its 
cranberries and they can be hard to find at 
markets, even during the summer time. The 
good news is that some winter markets are 
offering an alternative to the traditional tur- 
key accompaniment in the form of chutney. 

“Adding chutneys to a meal would be a lit- 
tle different,” Mossey said. “It would add a 
little zip.” Chutney, often made with a blend 
of apples, raisins and citrus, would pair well 
with turkey or ham, Mossey said. Nila’s Chut- 
neys, sold at the Concord Winter Farmers 
Market, offers more than 25 kind of chut- 
ney, including Cranberry Craze and Pumpkin 
Power. 

A variety of breads and rolls will be sold 
at most markets (look for Abigail’s Bakery in 
Weare, also at the Concord market) and can 
be frozen and served at a later date, or used in 
your homemade stuffing. Molly Lane Kitch- 


en in Pittsfield will be selling jams, jellies and 
marmalades at the Concord Winter Farmers 
Market his season. 

“Having bread, jam and jelly is always 
good because sometimes people have over- 
night guests [for the holidays] and need 
to serve breakfast, too,” Mossey said. 

Dessert 

Many Granite State bakeries, including 
Slice of Heaven Bakery in Epsom, will haul 
their treats to winter farmers markets to make 
the last course of your meal the easiest to put 
together. New Hampshire maple syrup makes 
a sweet topping for premade desserts or a 
sweet addition to homemade dishes, McWil- 
liam Jellie said. 

Joan O’Connor, former organizer of the 
Concord Winter Farmers Market, said she 
particularly enjoys the pumpkin pies sold at 
the markets. 

“You can also get locally sourced pump- 
kins [at the market] so you can make your 
own pie or make your own pumpkin bread,” 
O’Connor said. “You can substitute any win- 
ter squashes into [pumpkin] bread.”

Turkey isn’t the only homegrown way to enjoy a feast

It’s probably safe to say that for many 
folks, Thanksgiving wouldn’t be Thanksgiv- 
ing without a roast turkey as the eenterpieee 
of the main meal. But that’s not to say there 
aren’t plenty of folks who are willing to 
shake things up or to at least supplement the 
main bird with something a little different, 
maybe something a little wild. 

Wild game birds can offer a tasty, all- 
natural, organic, free-range option for the 
Thanksgiving table. 

Upland bird hunting is in full swing right 
now and that means there are opportunities to 
take home ruffed grouse, woodcock or pheas- 
ant. Hunters can also use bows to get wild 
turkeys. Ducks and geese are also fair game 
in the water fowl department. For non-hunt- 
ers, there are farms that raise game birds as 
well, such as Cavendish Game Birds of Ver- 
mont, which raises pheasant and quail for its 
store and for mail-orders. The New Hamp- 
shire Fish and Game Department stocks 
pheasants in the fall, and grouse and wood- 
cock are available throughout the state at this 
time of year. 

Different varieties of sea ducks may also 
be available to hunters, though they have a 
stronger flavor, for which a brine can help, 
said Denny Corriveau of WildCheff. Cor- 
riveau started the mobile New England Fish 
& Game School in 1 995. He is the only master 
wild game chef in the country, according to 
his website, www.wildcheff.com. Corriveau 
hosts a pretty sizable crowd for Thanksgiv- 
ing each year, serving an organic turkey as 
well as a surprise offering, which could be a 
wild turkey or any number of game bird spe- 
cies. It might even be a turducken, a turkey 
stuffed with duck and chicken meat. 

“It gives people variation,” Corriveau said. 
“When we look back at our roots, the origi- 


nal Thanksgiving, I can guarantee a domestic 
turkey was not served. It was more likely 
venison.” 

A game bird is going to be a different prod- 
uct than what people would find in a grocery 
store. For one thing, there won’t be any addi- 
tives in game birds. 

“Any game bird, whether it’s upland or 
waterfowl, moisture is its friend,” Corriveau 
said. “People who have had questionable 
experiences with any type of game, many 
times it’s due to the game being overcooked, 
not enough moisture infused into the cook- 
ing process.” 

So if the choice is to roast an entire game 
bird or just a portion of it, think about drap- 
ing a couple pieces of smoked bacon over the 
meat or drizzling it with some olive oil, Cor- 
riveau said. 

“It just allows the extra moisture to do its 
magic,” Corriveau said. 

Brines are another way to add moisture 
— and flavor — to game birds. They break 
down the complex proteins in meats, relax- 
ing the fibers and allowing the moisture to 
enter, infusing meat with the flavor of the 
herbs as well. Corriveau does a brined bird 
every year for Thanksgiving. 

“It’s really part of the mission of what I 
do, to educate and inspire people in creative 
ways to incorporate free-range food,” Cor- 
riveau said. “Food is something we have to 
do every day, so why not make it interesting? 
It’s a good focal point, a good conversation 
piece. ... It just draws people closer as peo- 
ple to share in the common love of food.” 

Using a few simple ingredients, like olive 
oil and fresh herbs, people can easily elevate 
their level of cooking, Corriveau said. 

There are two ways to look at a game bird: 
roast the entire bird or breast it out to open up 
a variety of options. 

“Typically, I take some focus on utilizing 
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coupon.

the breast meat first, and onee you master the 
teehnique of working with the breast meat, 
now you ean look to the other parts of the 
bird,” Corriveau said, adding he makes a ver- 
sion of buffalo wings with quail legs, as well 
as a braised dish, sueh as eoq au vin, with 
pheasant thighs. 

Another option eould be to take a pheasant 
breast and stuff it with a homemade stuffing, 
truss it with string and ereate something like a 
braeiole, whieh an Italian dish in whieh beef 
is wrapped around a stuffing of Italian meat, 
eheese and herbs. Instead of Italian meats and 
eheese, stuff the pheasant breast with freshly 
dieed apples and shallots and slather it with 
gravy made from ehieken stoek and Apple- 
jaek brandy. 

Home ehefs ean use the same approaeh 
with wild turkey breasts. Or, to switeh things 
up, maybe sliee eutlets from the turkey breast 
and use the pan drippings to ereate a turkey 
marsala or a turkey franeaise, by dipping the 
eutlets in an egg batter before sauteing them. 

“In all eases, regardless of what game bird 
you ehoose, it’s niee to stay within the fall 
theme, to ineorporate some type of wine or 
brandy,” Corriveau said. “The use of rose- 
mary or sage, and garlie.... Grabbing a 
flavored brandy, like Applejaek — and some 
are made right in New Hampshire — is a 
great way to be able to enjoy and ereate some- 
thing very unique.” 

Corriveau makes a series of eooking prod- 
uets, sueh as seasoning blends, flavored olive 


oils, and brines, in an effort to simplify eook- 
ing for people. 

“It lets you season the meat up and be able 
to have a whole different level of experi- 
enee,” Corriveau said. He suggested his New 
England Farmhouse Brine, whieh eontains 
rosemary and eitrus notes, as a niee toueh for 
any Thanksgiving turkey. 

Corriveau likes to use game birds to ere- 
ate an appetizer along the lines of a satay. He 
likes to ereate a dipping sauee, perhaps pump- 
kin-related or maybe with some fall fruit 
infused, sueh as an apple dipping sauee. Sea- 
son the meat with fresh herbs and olive oil 
and skewer it. 

Duek is available at most groeery stores. As 
with other game birds, Corriveau usually likes 
to remove the breast meat first. Then he euts it 
in half, takes a meat mallet and pounds out the 
breast meat before eutting it into medallions. 
He takes the fat and eubes it, then sautes it in 
a pan with a little olive oil and a toueh of but- 
ter. The duek fat will render off some of the 
natural flavor into the oil, he said. 

“One dish I love to do is ealled a duek and 
wild eherry marsala,” Corriveau said. “What I 
do is I take those duek medallions and I driz- 
zle them and eoat them with WildCheff Blood 
Orange Olive Oil, then I season them with the 
Tusean Blend, then dredge them in organie 
flour, and saute them. You want to make sure 
you leave the meat pink. . . . You do not want 
the meat itself to eook to well-done. You want 
it just beyond medium rare. Then pull them 


from the pan, let them rest. Throw in some 
shallots ... along with dried eherries or eran- 
berries, and saute that up until it softens. Then 
hit the pan with some marsala wine, a eou- 
ple pats of butter, stir the sauee, let it thieken. 
Then when it’s at the eonsisteney you like, 
shut off the fire and add the duek pieees baek 
into the pan, turn them onee, until the sauee 
eoats them, and you’ve got this beautiful duek 
and wild eherry marsala. It’s very simple, and 
very delieious.” 

Corriveau likes to take a similar approaeh 
with goose, in removing the breasts first. 

“By breasting out the bird, now you have 
all kinds of options at your fingertips,” he 
said, adding that eooks ean butterfly the 
breasts, truss them with eooking string, take 
sliees off them, or make medallions to saute. 

With goose, Corriveau will eook medal- 
lions with blaekberry brandy, seedless jam or 
a port wine. 

“Cook the aleohol off the liquor, infuse the 
jam, hit it with a eouple pats of butter, and 
you’re pretty mueh there,” Corriveau said. 

Corriveau is planning to release his newest 
eookbook this winter. Visit www.wildeheff. 
eom. For those wanting to get their hands 
on game birds, Corriveau suggested Cav- 
endish Game Birds of Vermont (www. 
vermontquail.eom). For venison, Corriveau 
also reeommended Bonnie Brae Farms (www. 
bonniebraefarms.eom) in Plymouth, whieh is 
a deer farm. 


Other birds Here’s some advice from WildCheff Denny Corriveau on how to cook other birds. 


New England Applejack 
Pheasant 


Ingredients 

4 boneless breasts of pheasant 
(organic chicken breasts can be 
substituted) 

4 oz. of pancetta, diced 
2 Macintosh or Cortland apples, 
peeled and diced 
1 or 2 shallots, minced 
organic all-purpose flour 
WildCheff Lemon Olive Oil 
WildCheff Tuscan Blend 
(available at wildcheff com) 

1 Tablespoon of WildCheff 

Roasted Garlic Flakes 

1 cup of Applejack or Calvados 

brandy 

olive oil 

butter 

Directions 

Take pheasant breasts and place 
them into a quart-size zip-lock 
bag. Gently pound them out with 
a meat mallet so they are 1/8 inch 
thick, like a medallion. (If using 
boneless chicken breast, cut the 
breast in half and follow the same 
procedure.) 


Place pheasant medallions 
onto a plate and coat them with 
Wildcheff Lemon Olive Oil. 

Now season them on both sides 
with Wildcheff Tuscan Blend. 
Dredge them in flour and they are 
ready for the pan. 

Heat up a large saute pan over 
medium high heat. When pan is 
heated, add some olive oil and a 
pat of butter to the pan and lower 
heat to medium. 

Add pheasant breasts to pan and 
cook until both sides are light 
brown. Remove from pan and set 
aside. 

Now add diced pancetta to pan.

Raise heat to medium high and 
cook sauce until it thickens up 
a bit (coats the back of a spoon) 
and shut off heat. 

Add pheasant pieces back to pan 
and coat both sides with sauce. 


Serve with mashed potatoes and 
seasonal veggies such as maple 
baked acorn squash. 

Serves 2 

Duck Breasts with 
Apple-Sage Cider Sauce 

This recipe calls for reducing 
fresh apple cider. If that’s not 
available, try it with 1/3 cup apple 
cider concentrate, not diluted. 

Ingredients 

4 large boneless duck breast 
halves, skin on or off 
3 Tablespoons of WildCheff 
Blood Orange Olive Oil 
(available at www.wildeheff com) 

1 Tablespoon of WildCheff 
Sagebrush Blend 

L2 teaspoon sea salt 

L2 teaspoon coarse ground black 

pepper 

3 Tablespoons Worcestershire

1 Tablespoon of lemon juice 
V4 cup of dry sherry 
1 or 2 shallots, minced 
1 firm tart apple, cut into

Directions 

Heat oil and butter in a large cast 
iron skillet over medium-high 
heat, then season duck breasts 
with salt, pepper and WildCheff 
Blend of choice to taste. Add 
duck to pan (skin side down first, 
if intact). Flip duck over and 
brown on other side, but not past 
rare. Drizzle the Worcestershire 
sauce over duck.

But can you do it with a smaller carbon footprint?

Thanksgiving is a time for family together- 
ness, whieh sometimes means long-distanee 
travel. Nothing ean sour a good turkey more 
than hours of bumper-to-bumper traffie, espe- 
eially when you’re wasting more than $3 per 
gallon for gas. Don’t worry. There are other 
options for transportation besides the family sta- 
tion wagon. And even if that is your only ehoiee, 
you’ll be in good shape this holiday season — 
eall it a Thanksgiving miraele that in the Granite 


State it seems like everyone is traveling over the 
river and through the woods to get to grandma’s 
house beeause the highways don’t have any 
more traffie than on a typieal work day, aeeord- 
ing to a state offieial. 

By car 

Winter ear travel gets a slight green edge over 
summer ear travel. Although your SUV doesn’t 
magieally turn into a Prius for the fall and win- 
ter season, it is unlikely that you’ll be idling for 


hours in traffie as you head to your Thanksgiv- 
ing destination. 

William Boynton has been with the New 
Hampshire Department of Transportation for 
more than 15 years and he said that Thanks- 
giving weekend doesn’t eompete with the four 
biggest traffie weekends of the year in New 
Hampshire — Memorial Day, Fourth of July, 
Labor Day and Columbus Day. 

“It is a busy time for eertain segments of the 
population, like students eoming home from 
eollege,” Boynton said, “but that is offset by the

fact there are no eommuters on the road.” 

That isn’t to say there isn’t eongestion, 
Boynton eontinued. As many travelers may be 
from out of state or traveling soeially instead of 
for work, there may be fewer E-Z Pass users, 
whieh eould bottleneek the highways around 
the tolls. But he said that Thanksgiving, the last 
Thursday in November, is after peak tourism 
time in the state and most of the road eonstrue- 
tion projeets have finished up for the winter, 
meaning there likely wouldn’t be any lane elo- 
sures adding to delays. However, beeause it’s 
later in the year, the likelihood of bad weather 
inereases, so all bets are off. 

But statistieally the numbers of travelers on 
Thanksgiving Day are lower than on other holi- 
days. For example, the reeord of ears for Turkey 
Day is roughly 235,000, whieh happened in 2007, 
aeeording to Boynton. Compare that with the 
reeord for Memorial Day (281,000), July Fourth 
(284,000) and Columbus Day (257,000) and it 
doesn’t rank in the top tier. These statisties eome 
from travel through the turnpikes, whieh have 
tolls and so are easier to doeument. 

Most people don’t fear that traffie will be 
baeked up on Columbus Day, but they do dread 
Thanksgiving drives. We seem to have an 
image of Thanksgiving as a travel mess. Boyn- 
ton said people often see views on WMUR of 
long lines at the airport, but, while the day ean 
be heetie for eertain segments of the population, 
overall it isn’t that bad. It may seem obvious 
that traffie would be redueed on Thanksgiving 
Day as most people would have already trav- 
eled where they are going; Boynton said the 
Wednesday before is also not too bad, as peo- 
ple leave at a variety of times during the day. 

Boynton said, in faet, there has been a level- 
ing off of traffie in general in the state. Prior to 
the gas priee spike that began in 2008, the DOT 
routinely saw a four-pereent inerease in traffie 
eaeh year. But those numbers have sinee flat- 
tened out. He said there was a slow start to this 
year, though traffie is now inereasing. The flat- 
tening translates to a loss in revenue in the state, 
as tolling is one of the most eonsistent ways to 
reeeive money. Espeeially sinee the priee of 
gasoline is so high, it is diffieult for the state to 
inerease the tax on it. 

Good for the planet, though. 

The faet that people have Thanksgiving off, 
as well as the day after and in many eases the 
day before, helps the situation, as it takes those 
eommuter ears off the road. Boynton did say 
that on Blaek Friday, the day after Thanksgiv- 
ing, there would be tons of eongestion in the 
state’s big shopping areas, like South Willow 
Street in Manehester. If you’re one of those 


shoppers, go green by earpooling with a friend. 

By bus 

If your loved one lives in a plaee where it is 
diffieult to park, the bus is always an option. 
Well, as long as you live in the north-south eor- 
ridor of the state. Bus serviees like Coneord 
Coaeh Fines (www.eoneordeoaehlines.eom) 
and Boston Express (www.bostonexpressbus. 
eom) ean bring you from a variety of loeations 
in New Hampshire down to Boston. From Bos- 
ton, you ean get bus serviee to the rest of the 
eountry. Coneord Coaeh Fines ean get you 
from Salem to Berlin with stops in plaees as 
small as New Hampton, Fittleton and West 
Ossipee. The bus serviee also has a full sehed- 
ule of stops in Maine. 

“If you’re going east to west, however, it 
doesn’t exist,” Boynton said. 

Boynton said he was onee asked by a visitor 
how to get to Haverhill and there really aren’t 
a lot of options. He said there are loeal buses in 
bigger eities, like Manehester. C & J Bus Fines 
(rideej.eom) does have hubs in Dover, Ports- 
mouth and Durham and will take you to points 
north and south. But eurrently there is nothing 
that will get you from Portsmouth to Manehes- 
ter. Boynton said sueh a route is in negotiations 
but for years the argument was that sueh a route 
wouldn’t make it finaneially. 

“As a state we don’t support publie trans- 
portation,” Boynton said. “It is about pure 
eeonomies. But it ean be fiiistrating not to have 
a ear, espeeially in a state that is both aging and 
essentially still rural.” 

Boynton said the new bus terminal in North 
Fondonderry was paid for in part by money 
for Interstate 93 eonstruetion. Boynton said 
the purpose of sueh a bus station is to eneour- 
age people driving south to Massaehusetts for 
work to get out of their ears and onto a bus, 
whieh would reduee the number of ears on the 
road. Whieh probably means a lower earbon 
footprint.

Craft fair concept gets an update with Not Your Grandma’s Craft Fair

Craft fairs may never be the same again. 

Not Your Grandma’s Craft Fair, whieh is 
the brainehild of Jessiea Gilereast and Heath- 
er Marr, will be held on Saturday, Nov. 12, at 
MeDonough Elementary Sehool in Manehes- 
ter. When the two friends eoneeived the idea 
last spring, they had no idea how it would turn 
out. Their goal was to gather, in a single room, 
all of the area’s talented people ereating hand- 
made alternative erafts. 

“Now that doesn’t mean there won’t be tra- 
ditional erafting,” Gilereast said. “We have 
someone doing quilting and another doing 
eroehet. Those are age-old produets but they 
do them with a twist. They’re updated, funky 
and interesting.” 

They envisioned hosting about 48 vendors 
in the sehool’s gymnasium. But after posting 
the idea on Etsy, a popular erafting website, 
they quiekly ehanged their minds. Interest 
was so high, from erafters all around New 
Hampshire and Maine, that they had to eap 
the total at 73 vendors. The eraft fair will now 
oeeupy both the gymnasium and the eafeteria. 

“Our first criterion was that it had to be 
handmade,” Gilereast said. “So if someone 
was selling Mary Kay or Tupperware, we 


would turn them away. But most people got 
what we were trying to accomplish. ... We 
did put some people on a waiting list if they 
were selling a similar product to another ven- 
dor who applied first. We wanted diversity.” 

Some of the vendors are people, like Gil- 
creast and Harr, who do crafts in their spare 
time for the love of it. But others are profes- 
sionals with exciting track records. 

“We have so many unique vendors, like 
Inkprint Letterpress, who makes all of her 
paper wares on an original 1920 Chandler 
& Price 2,000-pound letterpress named Ber- 
tha,” Gilereast wrote in a follow up email. “Or 
VClampwork, who creates cremation beads 
and was just featured on [New Hampshire] 
Chronicle, and The Write Stuff, whose wares 
were chosen to be gifted to celebrities at the 
2012 Golden Globes.” 

The Write Stuff is owned by Kelly Mitch- 
ell of Deerfield. Her Alice in Wonderland 
Book Purse will be featured at the L’Ermitage 
Hotel in Beverly Hills, Calif., in January, and 
handmade book wallets will be given to all 
celebrities who attend the Golden Globes. 

“Imagine a little New Hampshire craft shop 
is now going to Hollywood,” Gilereast wrote. 
“Honeydew Studios will also be featured on 
HGTV and our vendor Elegantly Eclectic has 
been chosen to add her beaded coffee scoops 


to the celebrity gift bags at the Oscars!” 

Besides redefining what can be expected at 
a craft fair, the two women wanted to raise 
money for the community. So they thought 
about what they were passionate about. Harr 
and Gilereast met through the Policeman’s 
Wives Association, of which Gilereast was a 
past president. The association raises money 
to fund college scholarships for police offi- 
cers’ kids. After expenses, all money from 
booth fees (vendors were charged $50) will 
go toward those scholarships. 

“It all just fell into place,” said Gilereast of 
organizing the event. “It started off as a vision 
and turned into its own animal. We saw a need 
for this but we didn’t know if others felt the 
same way. It seems like they do and they real- 
ly grabbed onto the idea.” 

Jamie Feinberg of Not Your Mom’s 
Musical Theater felt a connection with the 
organization and volunteered to provide some 
entertainment. Gilereast said they will have 
a full day of musical performances includ- 
ing two unplugged bands. There will also 
be a live demonstration on the craft of spin- 
ning wool into yam, as well as a vendor. Who 
Doesn’t Want That, who will add any person- 
al photo to one of their original tote bags. 

There will also be food. The Trinity High 
School basketball team will be offering full

concessions and the money earned will go 
toward its basketball program. The Animal 
Shelter will be hosting a bake sale and all 
vendors donated an item to the McDonough 
Elementary School table. Proceeds will go to 
the school. 

“It will be family- friendly fun and an enter- 
taining afternoon,” Gilereast said. “It is a 
great chance to buy New Hampshire-made 
wares. Oh yes, there will be face painting too. 
It will be a nice day out on a fall weekend.”

NCO breaks in new facility 

George Lopez performs with Chamber Orchestra

For the first time in nearly a deeade, pia- 
nist George Lopez will play with the Nashua 
Chamber Orehestra. The pieee Lopez will 
perform, the Sehumann Piano Coneerto, rep- 
resents how far Lopez has eome in reeent 
years. 

Lopez has played on behalf of the orehes- 
tra many times reeently. Eaeh year in late 
June he performs in a small three- or four- 
person ensemble in a fundraiser for the 
Nashua Chamber Orehestra. But on Satur- 
day, Nov. 12, and Sunday, Nov. 13, he will 
be performing in the orehestra’s first eoneert 
of the season. 

Sinee he last performed, Lopez said, the 
biggest ehange is that he got the eollege job 
he always wanted. He is now the artist-in- 
residenee at Bowdoin College in Maine. 

“The position has allowed me to praetiee 
and perform more,” Lopez said. “Typieally, 
we have to teaeh a ton and play a little. This 
has been very niee.” 

Even for someone with the reputation of 
Lopez, who reeently returned from a eon- 
eert in Colorado and has been aeelaimed in 
the Los Angeles Times, the extra praetiee is 
valuable. He said the additional time allows 
him to look at musieal pieees more artisti- 
eally. This is one of the reasons he wanted to 
perform the Sehumann Piano Coneerto. He 
has tried it before but wants to take anoth- 
er eraek at it now that he’s had more time to 
foeus on it. Lopez also wanted to piek a pieee 
that was diffieult but would allow the Nash- 
ua Chamber Orehestra to shine. 

“The solo part that I will perform is very 
romantie and exeiting,” Lopez said. “It has 
all the elements of romantieism.” 

For the orehestra, the eoneert marks a new 
beginning. They will be making their debut 
in the new Judd Gregg Hall at the Communi- 
ty College of Southern New Hampshire, 505 
Amherst St., Nashua. Publieity Chair Naney 
Mizen said the new faeility is wonderful. As 
usual, the seeond eoneert will be performed 
in the Milford Town Hall, whieh is well- 
regarded for the quality of its aeousties. 

Fans will hear an ambitious playl- 
ist designed by eonduetor David Feltner, 
titled “German Fegaey” and featuring piee- 
es by Franz Sehubert, Wilhelm Friedemann 
Baeh and Franz Joseph Haydn. The orehes-

tra’s first elarinetist, Roehelle Goren, who 
began her musieal eareer at age 8, will per- 
form Heinrieh Joseph Baermann’s “Adagio 
for Clarinet and Strings in D-fiat.” As a vir- 
tuoso, Baermann inspired famed musieians 
sueh as Felix Mendelssohn and Carl Maria 
von Weber. 

Sehubert’s “Overture in Italian Style in C” 
is one of only two overtures the eomposer 
wrote at the age of 20, aeeording to infor- 
mation provided by the orehestra. It was 
performed in 1818, making it the first of 
Sehubert’s works ever to be performed pub- 
liely, aeeording to Mizen. 

Wilhelm Friedemann Baeh’s “Adagio for 
Two Flutes and Strings” will feature Joy 
laquinta and Judy Braude as flute soloists. 

The orehestra will also taekle Haydn’s 
Symphony No. 87, whieh he wrote for 
Freneh high soeiety in the 1780s. In the 
pieee, aeeording to Mizen, Haydn ably 
develops simple musieal ideas into a humor- 
ous work that is enjoyable to hear. 

“It should be a very niee show,” Lopez 
said.

SEE Science Center exhibit explores air, water, weather

Whether it’s ealled “global warming” or 
“global weirding,” elimate ehange is a top- 
ie that gets people thinking, partieularly after 
unexpeeted weather. 

“It just snowed on Halloween!” said Jesse 
Mayhew, age 8, a visitor at the SEE Seienee 
Center’s “Seasons of Change” exhibit in Man- 
ehester. “It’s the weirdest Oetober ever!” 

While one early snowstorm isn’t neeessar- 
ily related to elimate ehange, it ean make the 
SEE Seienee Center’s new exhibit seem even 
more relevant. “Seasons of Change,” whieh 
opened on Sept. 15 and will be on display 
until Jan. 8, examines how elimate relates to 
New England’s seasonal traditions with mul- 
timedia displays and interaetive eomponents 
addressing agrieulture, forestry, fishing and 
reereation. 

“Reeently we have been trying to switeh to 
smaller, traveling exhibits and to inelude them 
in the priee of admission,” said Peter Gus- 
tafson, the development eoordinator at the 
SEE. 

The exhibit, whieh was developed by the 
New England Seienee Center Collaborative 
and Brown University’s Watson Institute of 
International Studies and Center for Climate 
Studies, ineludes hands-on aetivities, allow- 
ing museum-goers to test how oeean aeidity 
affeets sea life and how CO 2 eoneentrations 
affeet invasive speeies. 

The findings and predietions presented 
in the exhibit are more unnerving than the 
reeent snowstorm. They suggest that if pat- 
terns eontinue, the elimate in New England 
will beeome similar to that of North Car- 
olina, with the average temperature 11.5 
degrees warmer in 2100 than it was in 1900, 
aeeording to the exhibit website. The ehang- 
es would impaet everything from sugar 
tapping to lobster harvesting as well as the 
appearanee of eities, sueh as Boston, that 
are situated by the eoast. 

A eomputerized Boston Underwater map at 
the exhibit shows three views of Boston. The 
first shows Boston at present on a normal, sun- 


ny day. The seeond shows Boston after a rain 
storm, and where floods may oeeur. The third 
shows what Boston eould look like in 2100. 

In this futuristie map, Boston is like Veniee, 
with no roads, only rivers. 

“If we see CO 2 levels eontinue to rise, and 
more glaeial and iee forms melt, the sea level 
will also rise,” Gustafson said. Roads would 
be rivers and Boston Common would be Bos- 
ton Lake. Fenway Park would be the only 
undisturbed pateh of green. 

The display also deseribes ehanges that 
have already affeeted New England’s agri- 
eulture and fishing. Eaeh kiosk tells a story of 
a loeal person and the ehanges that he or she 
witnessed. One exhibit eovers maple farm- 
er Alvin Clark’s reeords of sugar produetion. 
Clark has reeorded a deerease in sugar produe- 
tion over the years. 

Another display features a fisherman named 
Elliot Thomas of Yarmouth, Mass. He has 
been keeping reeords of water temperatures 
sinee 2001 and has notieed a slight inerease 
sinee he began his reeords. This temperature 
inerease eould have a huge impaet on oeean 
life if the trend eontinues. 

The SEE Seienee Center also provides spaee 
for viewers to express their opinions on the 
exhibit. Along one wall, the question “What 
would you miss most about the New England 
weather?” is posted. Dozens of responses are 
taped underneath. “I would miss the Fall!” one 
note reads in a ehild’s serawl. Another eontrib- 
utor says that he would miss pond hoekey. 

The exhibit’s website (seasons.tere.edu) 
ineludes information about how to use less 
energy and water and how to reeyele more.

The seienee eenter is also holding a three- 
part diseussion series ealled a Seienee Cafe 
in eonjunetion with the Seasons of Change 
exhibit. The Cafe series is taking plaee at 
900 Degrees Neapolitan Pizzeria (50 Dow 
St., 641-0900, www.900degrees.eom), a 
loeal restaurant that has won awards for its 
energy-effieieney. 

Approximately 30 people attended the first 
event in Oetober. Cameron Wake, a UNH 
researeher and assoeiate professor on elima- 
tology, will be speaking at the next Cafe, on 
Monday, Nov. 21. Pre-registration is request- 
ed; visit the SEE Seienee Center website, 
www.see-seieneeeenter.org.

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GARDENING GUY 

Sakonnet Garden inspires 

Recalling summer visits, Henry plans ahead

Now that I’ve put my garden to bed, I have 
time to think baek about gardens I visited dur- 
ing the summer and decide what I should try 
next summer. This year I had the great good 
fortune to spend three hours at Sakonnet Gar- 
den and Wildmeadow, the gardens of John 
Gwynne and Mike Folcarelli in Little Comp- 
ton, R.I. For the past 30 years they have been 
making and re-making gardens on about an 
acre of what started as a cornfield surround- 
ing an early- 1900s Cape. They prove the point 
that a garden is never done: there is always 
something new to try. 

I asked John what his garden passions have 
been. He said he loves playing with light in the 
garden: creating spaces — garden rooms — 
that are either bright and colorful or dark and 
shady. He creates special effects with plants 
— enclosing silver-foliaged plants with dark 
green hedges, for example. He enjoys show- 
casing dramatic plants, placing them in full 
sun at the end of a long dark path. He is also 
passionate about restoring meadows so that 
birds like bobolinks and meadowlarks can 
breed and succeed. 

Like me, John is a plant collector, and one 
who tests plants to find which ones grow and 
look the best. At one point he and Mike had 
500 rhododendrons, for example. They have 
thinned that collection down to “just” 100 or 
so. 

As I walked through the gardens I made 
notes of things I might like to try, both plants 
and planting techniques. One of the first things 
I noted was their capricious use of unusual 
items as hose guards. Hose guards allow you 
to drag a 100-foot hose through the garden and 
go around comers without knocking over or 
damaging plants. They used baseball bats half 
buried in the soil and antique croquet wickets. 
I really liked their use of tool handles - old 
shovel handles that had snapped off — as hose 
guards. It is recycling at its best. 

The gardens are divided up into rooms with 
walls, generally at least 6 feet tall. Some were 
made of living material — hedges or vines on 
trellises — and others were made from a vari- 
ety of non-living materials, including stone. 

One wall that caught my attention was made 
of logs. Logs, suitable as firewood, were sim- 
ply stacked up, each piece about 2 feet long. 
The wall was a good 8 feet tall and made of 
logs that varied in diameter from an inch to six 
inches or more. There is a door that leads out 
of the room, with a gate. An iron frame sup- 
ports logs over the door; the door itself was 
made of fiat welded iron with metal screen- 
ing attached. 

Training vines can be tricky, especially if 
you want them to travel laterally through the 
air. The solution they found was to roll out 25 
feet or more of chicken wire, then shape it into 
a long roll. A three-foot width of chicken wire, 
when rolled up tightly, makes a form that is 
stmcturally strong enough to be suspend- 
ed between trees or walls and support vines. 
They intermingled two plants: winter creeper 
(Euonymus fortunei) and Japanese holly (Ilex 
crenata), training them to flow through the air. 

John and Mike grow a number of plants

that are generally considered invasive pests 
— things like giant hogweed (Heracleum 
mantegazzianum) and a variegated-leafed 
form of Japanese knotweed (Polygonum cus- 
pidatum). And although I do not recommend 
using such plants, they have figured out ways 
to do so and to contain them responsibly. 

Giant hogweed grows to be 6 to 10 feet 
high and has flowers that can exceed 2 feet in 
diameter. They are careful to pick the flow- 
ers before they go to seed, thus preventing 
them from spreading. Me? I grew it before I 
knew better, and was able to eradicate it when 
I learned it can be invasive. It will grow in 
sun or shade, wet or dry, and has roots that go 
down 3 feet or more into the soil. I still watch 
for it, and occasionally an old seed will germi- 
nate and create another plant. 

Japanese knotweed (seen along roadsides 
and streams and commonly called ‘bamboo’) 
spreads by root, so they contain it in sections 
of concrete well pipe, the kind that is used to 
contain shallow hand-dug wells. Each piece of 
the pipe is 30 inches in diameter and 3 to 4 
feet long. The pipe makes a terrific planter — 
it is simple and sturdy, and creates a root zone 
deep enough for most plants but also deep 
enough to contain wandering invasives. 

Their garden also uses snow fence as walls 
for rooms. Most snow fence is 4 feet tall, but 
they special order 6-foot snow fence made 
by Griffin Fence Company in Griffin, Ga., 
and have it shipped to them. They support the 
fencing with 4-inch square posts and grow 
vines or hedges to make the fencing disappear, 
especially since they paint it black. It works 
well for them as deer-proofing. 

If you’d like to see these phenomenal gar- 
dens, John and Mike will be holding a series of 
open days next summer, and possibly a day of 
workshops next spring. Their website, www. 
sakonnetgarden.com, will list the dates of their 
upcoming events — though the web address 
may change by spring. 

I will never have the time and energy to 
build gardens as fine as those of Mike and 
John, but next summer I hope try to try some 
of their ideas.

Take notes! 

Workshop offers advice on saving family stories

This Thanksgiving, when your grandma 
begins talking about the first airplanes taking 
flight or perhaps about what a hunk Kenne- 
dy was, nab a pen and a sheet of paper and 
take notes. 

Or better yet, sign up for the “Telling Your 
Family Story” workshop before the next 
family gathering to learn the best ways to 
interview, research and record her stories. 
The event, which will take place on Tuesday, 
Nov. 15 from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at the Centen- 
nial Senior Center, will feature a number of 
writing and researching experts. 

“[Participants will] learn how to write their 
stories down, how to interview someone, 
how to get the meat of of the story, and how 
to get the memory recorded. Interviewing is 
not always an easy thing to do,” Centenni- 
al Senior Center Executive Director Vivien 
Green said. 

Fritz Wetherbee of WMUR’s Chronicle 
show and journalist-authors Mike Pride and 
Meg Heckman of the Concord Monitor will 
lead the workshop. 

“Fritz is a huge draw for me. I watch him a 
lot. He’s such a great story teller, and I hope 
some of that will rub off on us,” said Carol 
Tait, a member of the Centennial Senior Cen- 
ter who will be attending the workshop. 

New Hampshire historian and scholar R. 
Stuart Wallace will also be offering tips about 
research that may help put family stories in 
perspective. Archivist Fori Fisher of Bow’s 
Baker Free Fibrary will provide advice on 
preserving and protecting photos and fami- 
ly papers. 

This is not the first running of the “Telling 
Your Family Story” workshop. The Nackey 
S. Loeb School of Communication has held 
the workshop in Manchester for a number 
of years. Executive Director David Tirrell- 
Wysocki said that a lot of participants are 
primarily interested in gaining interviewing 
skills. 

“A lot of the people are interested in learn- 
ing how to get people to open up — how 
to get people to tell a story in a way that 
someone else would want to listen,” Tirrell- 
Wysocki said. 

This will, however, be the first time the 
event is held in Concord. 

“The interest came because we deal with 
seniors. Older people have fantastic experi- 
ences. We live in a society where we celebrate 
youth, the future, and young ideas; howev- 
er, we also have a distinct history that should 
also be celebrated,” Green said. 

After all, said Green, these are the peo- 
ple who lived through the many changes the 
world faced over the past 100 years. We can 
read about these stories in a book, but these 
are the people who were actually there. They 
were there when television began, when air- 
planes took flight, and during World War II. 

“I love that you get to hear the stories of 
the people participating. Everyone is coming 
in with something to tell,” Green said. “We 
don’t think about how unique our stories are 
or about how valuable and interesting they 
can be,” Green said.

Tait admits that part of what drew her into 
registering for the workshop has to do with 
her own lack of family stories. 

“Personally, my own mother talked very 
little about her life. It was only later I real- 
ized that I had missed a lot by not asking 
questions to stimulate her to tell a story, her 
story,” Tait said. “Perhaps more than any- 
thing, I hope that by recording my memories, 
my own family will benefit in some way. 
After all, in the end, our memories are all we 
have.” 

Tait also hopes that her beginning to record 
her stories will cause her children to do the 
same. 

“I hope to stimulate my children to take 
notes, because I didn’t!” Tait said. “If noth- 
ing more, I tell them to make notes of the 
things that are important. Landmark things, 
funny things. Then later, you can look back 
on those memories.” 

Green said that the workshop will be use- 
ful for those who simply want to record and 
research their own family stories, but it will 
also be pertinent to community historians. 

“Concord is a very historic city, and this 
kind of workshop hasn’t been done here,” 
Green sad. “Many of these smaller commu- 
nities do not have historians or town libraries, 
but they have histories that need to be record- 
ed,” Green said. 

The workshop has a 25 -person capacity, 
and there is still plenty of room for those who 
would like to join, said Green. To register, 
call 228-6630 or e-mail info@centennialse- 
niorcenter.org by Nov. 14. The workshop, 
which is open to all, costs $50 and includes 
lunch. The center is located at the West Street 
Ward House, 41 West St., Concord. 

For those who are unable to make this 
Concord event, the school will be holding 
“Telling Your Family Story” in Manches- 
ter once again on March 31 at the Nackey S. 
Foeb School, www.loebschool.org.

Lego robots: on your mark... 

Teams compete in regional tournaments this weekend

Bishop Brady High School in Concord will 
be hosting one of eight regional FIRST Lego 
League robotics tournaments in New Hamp- 
shire on Saturday, Nov. 12, from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. 

FIRST Lego League (FLL) is a competi- 
tive robotics program for students age 9 and 
up. Although FLL can be done in a classroom 
setting, teams of up to 10 children (with at 
least one adult coach) are usually associated 
with an extracurricular club or organization. 
A team can be just a group of friends who 
want to get technologically creative. 

The high school teams host regional tour- 
naments for upper elementary- and middle 
school-level teams, as a community service. 
Members of the Bishop Brady High School 
FLL team volunteer their time and technical 
expertise to stage the FLL event annually for 
younger students. 

In addition to the event at Bishop Brady, 
there will be three other competitions on Sat- 
urday, Nov. 12, and another four on Saturday, 
Nov. 19. Locations for the additional Nov. 
12 qualifiers are Merrimack High School, 
UNH in Durham and Dartmouth College in 
Hanover. The Nov. 19 qualifiers will take 
place at Hollis-Brookline High School, Hill- 
side Middle School in Manchester, Bishop 
Guertin High School in Nashua, and Daniel 
Webster College in Nashua. 

High school teams (ages 14-18) will com- 
pete for Lego supremacy in January. 

Food safety in numbers 

FLL introduces upper elementary and 
middle school students to engineering chal- 
lenges by having them build Lego-based 
robots and use CAD programs to make 
those robots complete tasks on a 4- by 
8-foot surface. The tasks are based on a dif- 
ferent theme each year. This time around 
the challenge is titled “Food Factor.” 
Teams will build and program their Lego 
robots to autonomously complete a num- 
ber of “missions” designed to represent food 
safety, such as moving Lego groceries, har- 
vesting and transporting Lego corn, and 
selecting only certain Lego fish out of a pile. 

Additionally, teams present research relat- 
ed to food safety and are required to describe 
a real-life food safety problem and offer well- 
thought-out solutions to a panel of judges. 

Debra Slocum is a FIRST Robotics coach 
at the high school level and an official tour- 
nament director for the Bishop Brady event. 

“Themes are chosen based on relevant

and newsworthy topics, and keeping food 
safe is something that we can all relate to 
as an ongoing issue. Kids will have to pro- 
vide some creative ideas on how to keep food 
fresher and safer,” she said. 

“The Food Factor research projects can be 
presented to judges in many forms — post- 
ers, comic books, presentations, websites 
— whatever the teams decide they want to 
do. Then their robots should be able to per- 
form missions relating to the theme. It is 
more important to do each mission well than 
to do a large quantity of missions,” Slocum 
said. 

Teams will be judged on the quality of 
their research and their ability to present it, 
their robots’ performances, and a special 
impromptu teamwork competition. Togeth- 
er, these tasks will determine which team or 
teams will move on to the state championship 
happening in December. 

A charitable competition 

FLL teams competing in the qualifier 
events needed to pre-register in order to take 
part. According to Slocum, there are usual- 
ly about 20 teams at each qualifier, with two 
to four moving on to the state championship. 
The public is welcome to view the competi- 
tion and cheer on all the teams for free. 

The approximately 17 teams that will be 
competing at Bishop Brady High School on 
Nov. 12, as well as guests, are encouraged 
to bring donations for the Animal Rescue 
League of Bedford. 

“We like to turn this event into a charity as 
well, and find that this charity is one that the 
kids can relate to. It is our third year collect- 
ing donations, and it is just another thing we 
like to do for the community,” Slocum said.

Recent question sparks old debate 



Tom and 
j Ray: I heard a caller 
^ on your radio show 
a few weeks ago ask 
whether passengers

The insurance company 
looked at me like I was nuts when I told 
them a bear had done it, but they cov- 
ered the damage and charged me the 
$500 deductible. Were my two friends 
obligated to pay in whole or in part for 
the deductible? — Craig 
TOM: I’d say yes. 

RAY: Sure. If you guys had bor- 


rowed a ear, for instanee, from a 
third party, and a bear broke the win- 
dow, you all would have been equally 
responsible, right? I mean, the only 
reason the ear was parked where a 
bear eould break into it was beeause 
you guys were eolleetively enjoying 
the park. So you should have split the 
deduetible three ways. 

TOM: That’s a pretty eut-and-dry 
ease. It gets a little dieier when you’re 
dealing with ear repairs that have no 
single, elear eause. 

RAY: For instanee, let’s say your 
ear wasn’t brand new. Let’s say it had 
70,000 miles on it and you and your 
friends took a 5,000-mile trip in it. And 
let’s say that along the way, the trans- 
mission died. Well, the trip probably 
eontributed to the transmission failure, 
but it wasn’t neeessarily the eause. The 
transmission eould have been failing 
for 70,000 miles beeause you’d been 
driving like an animal all that time. 

TOM: So in that ease, the passengers 
aren’t eaeh liable for a third of a trans- 
mission. It’s very hard to determine 
exaetly how mueh they are liable for, if 
anything. 

RAY: That’s why it’s always best to 
steal a ear before a trip like this. Just kid- 
ding, Craig. 

TOM: Aetually, one way to handle 


it is to use the IRS mileage rate. The 
IRS, through extensive study and eur- 
mudgeonliness, has figured out how 
mueh it eosts, per mile, to run a ear 

— ineluding gas, oil, tires, insuranee, 
repairs, tolls and bear visits. That num- 
ber, at the moment, is 55.5 eents a mile 

— averaged over the life of the ear. 

RAY: So, friends setting out on a jour- 
ney together eould deeide that they will 
eolleetively eontribute 55.5 eents a mile. 
So if there were three of you, that’s 1 8.5 
eents per person, per mile, ineluding the 
owner of the ear (who also is enjoying 
the trip, and so should eontribute). 

TOM: Then you would use that pool 
of money for gas, oil, parking, tolls and 
anything else required to eomplete the 
trip. If a repair is neeessary, as the owner 
of the ear, you would pay for it. But at the 
end of the trip, you would keep whatev- 
er is left in the kitty. That money would 
help eover either repairs made along the 
way, or the future repairs eaused by the 
wear and tear of those miles driven. 

RAY: Alternatively, you eould just 
wing it, and figure things out along the 
way. And then hold a gmdge about it 
for years afterward, grow old and bit- 
ter, and write to newspaper eolumnists 
seeking support for your position so 
you eould eontinue the battle with your 
now-former Ifiends. Up to you, Craig. 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I live in Houston, and on a typical 
104-degree day this past summer, I took 
my sons car to mn some errands and 
stopped first to fill the tank. I then drove 
to my first stop, about 15 minutes away, 
and went in to shop. I was there about 
an hour. I came out, started the car and 
it rattled and died. I tried starting it mul- 
tiple times, but it just didn \ seem like it 
was getting any fuel I walked over to 
a nearby auto-repair chain, told them 
my story and the guy asked me if my 
tank was empty when I stopped for gas. 
Well, it is my sons car, so of course it 
was empty! He immediately said that 
I had cracked the fuel pump by putting 
cold gasoline into a hot gas tank. Well, 
$650 later, the car is running again, but 
everyone I have told this to says I was 
scammed. Was he telling me the truth, or 
just shining me on ? — Hart 

RAY: Wait a seeond. Hart. I’m writ- 
ing down this story. I may be able to 
make a few boat payments with this 
“eraeked fuel pump” idea. 

TOM: We’ve never heard of a 
eraeked fuel pump. Hart. The housing of 
the fuel pump is metal. So I find it hard 
to believe that it would eraek if it eame 
into eontaet with 50-degree gasoline. 

RAY: Maybe he meant that the 
plastie impeller eraeked — that’s the 


internal part of the pump that aetually 
pushes the fuel. Even then. I’ve never 
seen that happen due to “eold” gaso- 
line. It just happens due to age and use. 

TOM: But assuming they test- 
ed your fuel pump and it was dead, 
and that replaeing the fuel pump has 
solved the problem. I’d have to eon- 
elude that this guy was right. At least 
his diagnosis was eorreet, even though 
his explanation was nutty. 

RAY: I assume that sinee this is your 
son’s ear, and he always has the tank on 
E, it’s not exaetly a brand-new model. 
On a high-mileage, older ear, anything 
ean go wrong at any time. I think the 
fuel pump just happened to die that day. 

TOM: But not beeause you filled 
up the tank. If fuel pumps regularly 
eraeked when gas was added on hot 
days, what would people in Houston 
do all summer? Push their ears around 
until things eooled off in the fall? 

RAY: Seems unlikely. But fuel 
pumps do fail. And if you are satisfied 
that they aetually did replaee your fuel 
pump for the $650, and that fixed it, 
I think the timing of the fuel pump’s 
demise was just a eoineidenee. So feel 
free to get gas next summer.

Kids and parents team up 

Children’s Museum hosts Saturday Lego workshop

The Children’s Museum of New Hamp- 
shire, loeated at 6 Washington St. in Dover, 
is holding a Lego roboties workshop for 
adult-ehild pairs on Saturday, Nov. 12. 

The event will be run by LegoYourMind, 
an organization that provides aftersehool 
workshops and summer eamps for kids ages 
6 through 13 in New Hampshire and Massa- 
ehusetts. The workshops and eamps foeus on 
the “STEM” subjeets — Seienee, Teehnol- 
ogy, Engineering and Math. Their aim is to 
ehallenge kids to have fiin and think ereative- 
ly, solve problems and work as part of a team. 

At the Children’s Museum workshop, the 
kids’ teammates will be their parents. 

“We’ve been telling parents that the kids 
will help them figure everything out,” said 
Heidi Duneanson, the direetor of mar- 
keting at the Children’s Museum of New 
Hampshire. “Kids will lead the way in this 
workshop, and parents will play more of the 
helper role.” 

This will be the first event LegoYour- 
Mind has invited parents to join. 

“We’re really exeited,” said Jim Har- 
vey, eo-ereator of LegoYourMind, who will 
run the upeoming workshop. “Kids will be 
able to share with their parents what they’re 
doing, and it’s great for parents to see how 
their kids’ minds work. Parents will be 
amazed at how intelligent their ehildren are.” 

The ehildren will lead their parents in 
building NXT Mindstorm robots. These 
robots ean be eonfigured into a multitude 
of different shapes, and they ean be pro- 
grammed to move and respond to various 
eues in the environment. Eaeh parent/ehild 
team will program their robots to maneuver 
through an obstaele eourse. 

“It will also be great beeause the parents 
and the ehildren will be able to aeeomplish 
something together,” Duneanson said. 

Harvey said that it has been one of the 
group’s more popular workshops. 

“I think it’s so popular beeause parents 
understand the edueational value,” Harvey 
said. “They enjoy seeing their kids being sue- 
eessfiil. These are the kids who will be the 
engineers when they grow up; they’re the 
problem-solvers of the future. They definite- 
ly think in a different way. We’re just trying 
to foster their ereativity,” Harvey said. 

Some eredit might also be due to Har- 
vey’s passion for teaehing. 

“Jim Harvey has sueh ineredible enthu- 
siasm and ereativity in their programs, and 
I love watehing the kids learn — they get 
so exeited,” said Eriea Downing, a Lego- 
YourMind volunteer from Salisbury, N.H., 
and the mother of two boys who attend- 
ed a previous LegoYourMind workshop. 
“He’ll have just taught them how to build a 
ear out of Legos, but then he’ll eall the kids 
again to huddle up. He’ll ask them, ‘Well, 
do you want to make it go faster?’ The kids 
respond, ‘Yeah!’ They have so mueh fim, 
and they don’t even know they’re learning,” 
Downing said. 

Harvey taught for 20 years before tak- 
ing on this projeet. He and its eo-ereator.

Nancy Lane, began “invention eamps” and 
other Lego engineering eamps before tak- 
ing on this endeavor. LegoYourMind, whieh 
also ineludes workshops that teaeh ehil- 
dren to build raee ears, ereate stop-motion 
animation and make simple maehines out 
of Legos, has been traveling all over New 
Hampshire to reaeh ehildren in both urban 
and rural areas. 

Harvey said that mueh of the program’s 
popularity is due to reeent trends. 

“Edueational and ereative eamps are 
beeoming bigger. These eamps and work- 
shops are hands-on, and all kids learn 
hands-on,” Harvey said. 

Many of the ehildren opt to eontinue to 
work with what they learned when they 
return home. 

“Both of my ehildren love playing with 
[Lego] mini figures, and they were trying to 
make stop-animation films at home after the 
eamp,” Downing said. “Many of the aetiv- 
ities inelude advaneed math and physies 
eoneepts. The kids don’t even know they’re 
learning!” 

The workshop is suggested for ehildren 
between the ages of 8 and 13. The eost to 
attend is $60 per ehild/partner pair, and a 
seeond ehild may partieipate for an addition- 
al $30. Harvey did stop aeeepting applieants 
into the workshop last month; however, he 
said that they will allow two more spots. To 
register, eall 742-2002. 

Duneanson said that due to the overwhelm- 
ing number of people who were interested in 
the parent/ehild workshop, the Children’s 
Museum of New Hampshire will be holding 
more sueh workshops in the future.

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Do the e-reader shuffle 

Which e-book reader or tablet is on your gift list?

The e-book wars heat up 
again just in time for holi- 
day gift-giving. Amazon 
updated its Kindle line a 
few weeks ago, and now 
Barnes & Noble is ready to 
hit baek. Details leaked to a 
few teeh blogs late last week about the book 
retailer’s plans. 

Their basie e-reader, the Nook Simple 
Toueh, will drop from $139 to $99. That’s 
the same priee as Amazon’s Kindle Toueh 
With Speeial Offers, whieh displays tar- 
geted ads as sereensavers. Without ads, 
the Kindle Toueh is $139. Barring person- 
al preferenee, Amazon gets owned in this 
head-to-head matehup. 

Next up is the Nook Color, an aged vet- 
eran in the teeh world at an entire year old. 
It euts $50 off its priee, from $249 to $199, 
and gets a software update with Hulu Plus 
and Pandora pre-installed. That only mateh- 
es the Kindle Fire’s priee, and the update 
ean’t make up for the Nook Color’s obso- 
lete single-eore proeessor. It does eome with 
eoupons and expandable memory, though, 
and will probably be mueh easier to haek 
than the Fire. This one eomes down to your 
own personal eomfort with one or the oth- 
er megaeorporation and the eeosystem eaeh 
offers. Hulu Plus and various musie servie- 
es or Amazon Prime? 

The new kid on the bloek is the Nook 
Tablet. It takes over the $249 priee point 
and is pretty mueh identieal to the Nook 
Color but adds Netflix, doubles the RAM to 
1GB, doubles the storage eapaeity to 16GB 
and doubles the number of CPU eores and 
still manages to be about an ounee lighter. 
For the $50 priee premium, you get dou- 
ble the RAM and storage of the Kindle Fire, 
but again it’s the expandable memory (and 


assoeiated haekability) and eompany affili- 
ation that really distinguish the two. Barnes 
& Noble is even ponying up its own eloud 
storage, so you ean store more stuff loeal- 
ly or online. If they were both $199, I’d eall 
the Nook Tablet the elear winner, but as is, 
it’s another toss-up. 

Both eompanies are also invading the 
publishing side of the business, inviting 
authors to format and sell their wares direet- 
ly. Amazon offers Kindle Direet Publishing 
for their platform while Barnes & Noble 
puts your book in the more open ePub for- 
mat through their unfortunately-named 
Pubit! system. 

But wait! Remember Kobo, the Canadian 
eompany whose e-readers were sold at Bor- 
ders? CBC News is reporting that they will 
launeh their own publishing serviee in 2012. 
And, hmm, they seem to be shipping a tab- 
let now, too, ealled the Kobo Vox. Its spees 
mateh up almost exaetly with the Nook 
Color’s, and so does the $199 priee. Their 
other models are the Kobo Toueh at $129 
and Kobo WiFi at $99, neither of whieh ean 
really eompete with Barnes & Noble on 
priee, but they do eome in different eolors, 
so yay for them. 

Where does that leave the big-name pio- 
neer of e-readers, Sony? Well, they’re, um, 
still there. Their single eurrent model, the 
Reader WiFi, is the most expensive of the 
touehsereen types at $150, but it ean brag 
about being the thinnest and lightest. As a 
giant eompany with film and musie arms, 
Sony eould eertainly handle self-publishing, 
though for now it partners with Smash- 
Words and Author Solutions. 

Amazon is still the biggest gorilla, but its 
eompetition remains strong.

If you have diabetes, counting 
your carbohydrates or"carbs"can 
help you keep your blood sugar in 
a healthy range. This is a good idea 
because the more carbs you eat, the 
higher your blood sugar will be. 

By working with a registered 
dietitian or a certified diabetes 
educator, you can learn how many 
carbs your body needs at each meal. 
If you take insulin, you can learn 
to match your insulin dose to the 
amount of carbs eaten at each meal. 
In general, a good place to start is 
at 45-60 grams of carbohydrates at 
each meal and 1 5-30 grams at each 
snack. 

Foods that contain high amounts 
of carbohydrates are: 

• Starchy foods like bread, cereal, 
rice and crackers 

• Fruit and juice 

• Milk and yogurt 

• Starchy vegetables and legumes 
like potatoes, corn, peas and 
beans 

• Sweets and snack foods like 
regular soda. Juice drinks, cake, 
cookies, candy and chips 


• Table sugar, 
honey, 
molasses 
and syrup

Basic Carbohydrate Counting 

Some people use carb counting to balance food and keep carbohydrate intake in check. Always 
review the Nutrition Facts Panel to find the carbohydrate serving and determine what amount of the 
food item provides 15 grams of carbohydrates or 1 choice or unit. 

Here is a sample menu with carbohydrates evenly distributed throughout the day:

His plans: Belgian chocolate in bars

When Jack Michael Pisciotta took his 
first bite of Swiss fudge at Van Otis Choc- 
olates in Manchester he thought: “This is 
damn good.” 

“It was smooth, it melted and was 
creamy ... it was hook, line and sinker for 
me,” he said. “That’s how I understood how 
[Van Otis] has been around for 75 years and 
hopefully it will be around for another 75 
years, if not longer.” 

Pisciotta came on as chocolatier in chief 
at the iconic Manchester sweet shop on 
Sept. 11. He learned the art of chocolate- 
making during a three-year apprenticeship 
at Andre’s Confiserie Suisse in Kansas City, 
Mo., a third-generation shop that celebrated 
its 50th anniversary during his time there. 
He then stayed on as a full-time employee, 
slated to take over production at the shop, 
for seven years until he was offered an 
executive pastry chef position at the Justus 
Drugstore restaurant in nearby Smithville, 
Mo. At Justus, Pisciotta was able to devel- 
op a dessert menu of his own and created 
more than 60 original pastries in his five- 
year tenure. 

“I love, love chocolate,” said Pisciotta, 
a certified chocolatier who also earned a 
degree in pastry arts from Johnson County 
Community College in Missouri. 

Pisciotta said he took his career down a 
chocolatey path because of the history of 
chocolate and because of the great choco- 
latiers before him. 

“I went to a couple of chocolate compe-

titions and when I saw their work I was just 
intrigued by their ability to work with choc- 
olate,” Pisciotta said. 

Pisciotta said he enjoys being a team 
member at a chocolate shop that has solidi- 
fied its reputation in its community. 

“There is something to be said for that 
. . . when they’re well-established, a higher 
standard comes into play,” he said. “With 
longevity like [Van Otis] has, there are 
higher expectations you put on yourself and 
therefore keep always wanting to put out 
the best product.” 

Pisciotta will continue keeping shop 
shelves stocked with the Swiss fudge that 
made Van Otis a household name. Upon 
learning the secret recipe, he was asked to 
sign a disclaimer. 

“The Swiss fudge — we have to keep

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it consistent,” Pisciotta said. “The people 
know that is what Van Otis stands for.” 

As Van Otis will eontinue to be in its busy 
season until after Easter, Pisciotta said he 
will wait to introduee his speeialty artisan 
ehocolates, made with unique flavors, to the 
inventory. 

‘T like to work with exotic ganaches and 
flavors that haven’t really been tapped into 
yet,” he said. Cayenne and pear may be one of 
the flavor eombinations Piseiotta will exper- 
iment with in the future, he said. Pisciotta 
also plans to use fruits from Hawaii and Fiji 
and liqueurs in his new ereations at Van Otis. 
For now, his only change will be bringing in 
Belgian choeolate for the shop’s house-made 
dark ehoeolate bars. The Belgian ehoeolate, 
he said, has the same eoeoa butter eontent as 
the eurrent offering but is easier to work with. 

The shelves at Van Otis are eurrently 
stoeked with ehoeolate turkey molds, pump- 
kin fudge pecan rolls and chocolate- and 
earamel-eovered apples for Thanksgiving. 
Among the traditional Christmas holiday 
ehoeolate offerings, Pisciotta plans to include 
large hand-painted Santa Claus and nutcraek- 
er molds. 

Also in Deeember, Pisciotta hopes to offer 
a tmffle-making elass at the shop. 


“Teaehing is inspirational to me,” he said. 
‘T like to see people first starting out, that are 
nervous and don’t know what to expeet, help 
them feel more at ease and teaeh them some- 
thing about the history of choeolate, the ins 
and outs of ehoeolate-making, the three bad 
elements of ehoeolate — temperature, water 
and humidity — and just teaeh them the pro- 
eess of making the ganaehe.” 

While many ehoeolate companies are turn- 
ing to automated eandy-making systems, 
Pisciotta is glad there are still businesses like 
Van Otis that stick with tradition. 

“It’s the hands-on, eomstareh trays, pip- 
ing by hand, funneling that interests me more 
than just pushing a button on a maehine,” he 
said. 

Sometime next year Pisciotta will add his 
pastry creations to the Van Otis inventory (he 
already dabbled in doing this by making car- 
amel-eoated espresso brownies for the shop’s 
Halloween eelebration). He plans to one day 
take on an apprentiee at the shop. 

“I think carrying on the tradition of ehoe- 
olate making in the fashion I learned — the 
Swiss-German way — is important ... I 
would like to teaeh what I know and what 
I’ve learned to the next generation to keep it 
going,” he said.

Wine by the pad 

No Angry Birds, just wine lists on the new Corkpad

Gone are the days of sitting in Corks, the 
wine bar at Bedford Village Inn, thumbing 
through a list of 800 labels in seareh of the 
perfeet wine to aeeompany your meal. Now, 
with the tap of a finger, diners ean view the 
restaurant’s wine options by priee, rating, 
varietal and region and even ereate pairings 
of their own with Corks menu items. 

The Corkpad, an iPad designed to be 
solely used as a personal sommelier for 
Corks diners, was implemented at the Inn 
three weeks ago by Jon Came vale. In addi- 
tion to tasting notes, vineyard information 
and reviews for eaeh wine offered at Corks, 
it ineludes a “Meet the Sommelier” option 
that allows guests to read more about Car- 
nevale, the Inn’s human sommelier. 

Carnevale said spent an estimated eight 
hours importing the restaurant’s wine list, 
dinner menu and suggested pairings into the 
deviee. “To put an old-fashioned wine list 
on something as approaehable as an iPad is 
a pretty big step,” he said. 

With the Corkpad, the wine seleetion 
proeess at Corks can be as private or as 
interactive as the diner chooses. 

“If the guests want to bring me out or talk 
to their server [about wine], that is what 
we’re here for, but some people just want to 
do it themselves,” Carnevale said. 

Guests may take their time with the 
device to choose which parameter they will 
use to select a glass or bottle. Wine found 
in the Corks cmvinet is also listed in the 
Corkpad. 

One of the search options allows diners 
to view a list of only wines in the “90 Point 
Club,” meaning they have received a score 
of 90 or higher from Wine Spectator, Rob- 
ert Parker or Stephen Tanzer. 

“Some people are ratings-driven,” Car- 
nevale said, noting that the wines in that 
category are a good choice for those who 
tmst those reviewers. He said it is also a 
good search option for those looking to try 
new wines. 

“Maybe you will find a wine you like but 
want to wait to try it at home,” Carnevale 
said. “We want to expose people to differ- 
ent varietals, countries, something new to 
them — something new and fim.”

pairing for the restaurant’s New Orleans 
Macaroni and Cheese), pizza, sliced meats 
and cheeses and “other” (where you will 
find burgers, fried olives, oysters and Mexi- 
can-style grilled com, among other dishes). 
No descriptions of food items are listed on 
the Corkpad. All of the cheeses offered at 
Corks are listed individually and have at 
least a handful of wine pairing suggestions. 

“It’s a work in progress,” Carnevale 
said of the Corkpad listings. “The wine list 
is always changing; the menu is always 
changing.” 

To save time, a search option on the 
Corkpad allows guests to type in particular 
vineyard or producer names. 

“When you’re looking at the list it can be 
exhausting,” Carnevale said. 

Guests using the “price range” option to 
choose a wine might be surprised to find 
that Corks offers a large selection of wines 
by the bottle for less than $30. 

“A lot of people think Bedford Village 
Inn is very expensive. It’s really not . . . you 
can get bottles of wine for $35,” Carnevale 
said. “If you want to spend $ 1 ,000 you can 
do that, too. It just depends what you’re 
looking for.” 

The Corkpad has no other function than 
serving as the restaurant’s wine list and 
guide, though it also allows users to enter 
their e-mail address into the system to 
receive special offers from the Inn. 

“It’s specifically designed only for use in 
this restaurant,” Carnevale said. “You can’t 
play Angry Birds or anything on it.” 

Carnevale said Corkpads will eventual- 
ly be offered in the dining room at the Inn 
to allow all diners to be introduced to new 
wines, without pressure. 

“They can go down that road themselves 
and make an educated decision on what has 
been reviewed,” he said. “That’s what it’s 
all about: getting people to try new things 
and have fun with it.” 

Carnevale has not mled out the possibil- 
ity that one day diners may even be able to 
place their orders for wine, and maybe even 
food, using the Corkpads. 

“It’s all about making wine more 
approachable,” he said.

Red, white and green 

A lot of wine, a little cash 


This week we’re 
going straight to turkey 
wines for that perfeet 
Thanksgiving wine pair- 
ing. We ehose two pinot 
noirs, though they are 
on the prieer side of the 
red wine family beeause 
of its reeent popularity. 

Pinot is a dusty red wine 
that works well with the 
heartier taste of turkey and the sweet and sour 
of eranberry. 

Our first wine is the 2007 Alma Rosa 
Pinot Noir from Santa Rita Hills in Califor- 
nia ($18.99). This wine is a light burgundy 
eolor with a very, very fruity nose. One of the 
tasters said the aroma brought to mind eher- 
ry Tootsie Roll lollipops (remember those 
Tootsie pops?), with notes of dark eherry and, 
well, not ehoeolate neeessarily but ‘Tootsie 
Roll.” The flavor of this wine didn’t (thank- 
fully) resemble a Tootsie pop. We found niee 
deep flavors of berries, dried eherry, some 
tannins and a bit of leather. This bottle has 
a niee long finish, perfeet for that final glass 


after the turkey has been 
eleared fi-om the table. 

Our seeond bot- 
tle is the 2010 J. Lohr 
Falcon’s Perch Mon- 
terey County Pinot 
Noir ($18.99 on sale for 
$ 1 1 .99). This is a dark lit- 
tle pinot; it’s inky purple. 
For a nose we smelled 
plum and eedar so we 
were expeeting a big pinot. Pinots ean now 
eome in all sorts of flavor profiles and this one 
was more in line with a lush merlot with some 
malbee thrown in for depth and eolor. We 
tasted toasted oak, dried eherries and pepper. 
The wine had a niee long smooth finish with 
no tannins and hints of that toasted oak. This 
would (as the label does say) go with duek, 
the darker turkey meat or a smoked turkey. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, none 
over $20 (and most under $15), in an attempt to 
find some great bottles for good prices. All pric- 
es are according to the state liquor store (nh. 
liquor.state.nh.us) unless otherwise stated.

Live free and read 


Local writers share stories at downtown pub

Pulp fiction — the writing style, not the 
Quentin Tarantino movie — will eome to life 
Thursday, as a group of writers get together to 
read their stories aloud. 

Twenty manuseripts were ehosen to be part 
of the erime fietion anthology Live Free or 
Die, Die, Die! Some of these will be inelud- 
ed in a live reading held at The Shaskeen in 
Manehester on Thursday, Nov. 10. That the 
reading will take plaee in a bar instead of a 
bookstore or library fits the pulp genre, whieh 
was deseribed by the book’s editor, Riek 
Broussard, as a little bit trashy. 

The anthology, whieh is Volume 2 of the 
New Hampshire Pulp Fietion Anthology 
Series, is the brainehild of Broussard, who is 
also the editor at New Hampshire Magazine. 

‘T always wanted to write genre fietion 
growing up,” Broussard said, “beeause I 
thought it would be easy. Turns out it is very 
difiieult.” 

Broussard knew that the best way for a 
first-time author to get published is to get 
one of his stories in an anthology, as anthol- 
ogies are sort of a training ground or farm 
system for new talent. But Broussard didn’t 
want to wait for someone to publish him, so 
he thought he’d make his own anthology. Of 
eourse that takes a lot of effort and so he’s yet 
to aetually publish a story himself 

The first anthology was Live Free or 
Undead, a eolleetion of horror stories. Brous- 
sard said the third book will inelude seienee 
fietion stories (whieh Broussard said he 
would be most interested in writing) and the 
fourth will be historieal romanee/adventure. 
After those four genres are satisfied, Brous- 
sard said, he might publish more depending 
on interest. 

There has been great interest from writ- 
ers wanting to partieipate in the projeet. 
Broussard said he reeeived more than 100 
submissions for eaeh of the two anthologies. 
While many of these were fi-om neweomers, 
Broussard has been able to get some more 
established writers, like James Patriek Kelly, 
to eontribute, whieh legitimizes the eollee- 
tion. These writers are working out of love. 
No one is doing it for the money. Broussard 
said the writers get $50 and two free books. 
He said sueh eontraets are typieal for small 
publishing houses, like Plaidswede Pub- 
lishing in Coneord (www.plaidswede.eom), 
whieh puts out the books. 

“There are great writers in the state,” Brus- 
sard said. “And this is an eager group.” 

They have also been eager to read their

work aloud in front of an interested audienee. 
Broussard said they did their first reading in 
Oetober at The Barley House in Coneord as 
part of the New Hampshire Book Festival. 
With Live Free or Undead, they followed that 
up with a traditional bookstore reading, but 
the energy wasn’t quite the same. 

“I think an unorthodox venue is best,” 
Bmssard said. “It is niee to have a ready-made 
erowd, espeeially if they’re a little tipsy.” 

It was writer Rob Azevedo’s idea to hold 
the next reading at The Shaskeen. Parts of 
Azevedo’s story, “Got a Quarter,” takes plaee 
in the loeal watering hole, as well as a salon 
on Hanover Street and outside the Radisson 
Hotel. Azevedo felt pulp fietion should be 
read at a bar. The reading is first eome first 
served, and about 10 of the authors will get 
three minutes eaeh to read from their stories. 

Azevedo defines pulp fietion as gritty and 
noir; he said his is a erime story, exaggerat- 
ed with some roughness and gore. Its main 
eharaeter is a lazy private investigator/mon- 
ey eolleetor who is simultaneously skinny and 
fat and hates getting of his eoueh. Naturally, 
there is a lady as well, but she isn’t a gorgeous 
blond; instead she’s a big buxom woman, 
sexy in her own way, aeeording to Azevedo. 

Azevedo liked his 12-page manuseript so 
mueh that he is turning it into his next film 
projeet. He has had sueeess as a sereenwrit- 
er, winning awards at the Somewhat North of 
Boston (SNOB) Film Festival. 

The anthology ineludes a variety of writers 
and styles ineluding “The Cleaner” by Hip- 
po’s Dan Szezesny. Books are available at 
www.nhbooksellers.eom. See livefreeordi- 
ediedie.wordpress.eom for more on the book 
and upeoming events.

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Tower Heist (PG-13) 

A group of condo tower 
employees live the dream 
of everybody who watched 
the financial crisis dissolve 
their retirement funds in 
Tower Heists a surprisingly 
not-bad regular-dude 
action movie. 

Josh Kovacs (Ben Stiller) takes 
his job as manager of the luxu- 
ry eondo building known as The 
Tower just off Central Park in Man- 
hattan very seriously. The rieh 
residents are paying not just for 
top-prieed real estate, he tells new 
employee Enrique (Miehael Pena), 
but for top-noteh serviee. That 
means knowing birthdays, know- 
ing where to get someone’s favorite 
items and knowing when to tell the 
guy with the eurvy blonde “visitor” 
that his wife is on the way home 
from the airport. Josh even plays 
online ehess with Arthur Shaw 
(Alan Alda), the uber-rieh inves- 
tor who owns the penthouse. So 
eoneerned with guests is Josh that 
when Arthur appears to have been 
grabbed by some delivery peo- 
ple, he springs into aetion. Taking 
after the van on foot to stop the 
kidnapping of his resident. Josh 
is eventually stopped by Speeial 
Agent Claire Denham (Tea Leo- 
ni), who, along with her fellow 
agents, stops the van and tells Josh 


what he has just witnessed was 
not a kidnapping but an attempt to 
flee. Arthur is arrested and eharged 
with defrauding his many inves- 
tors (sound familiar?) ineluding the 
pension fund for the workers at the 
Tower. 

Josh is eonvineed that it’s all a 
mistake, that Arthur is innoeent 
and will make everything right. But 
then he learns that doorman Lester 
(Stephen Henderson) also invested 
his savings with Arthur, probably 
after Arthur already knew his house 
of eards was falling down. Josh 
goes to eonfront Arthur and is fired 
for his trouble, along with Enrique 
and Josh’s brother Charlie (Casey 
Affleek), who both aeeompanied 
Josh to the showdown. Determined 
to make things right by the people 
he used to manage. Josh gathers 
Enrique, Charlie, former foreelosed 
Tower resident Mr. Fitzhugh (Mat- 
thew Broderiek) and a thief from 
Josh’s neighborhood. Slide (Eddie 
Murphy), and plans a burglary. The 
target: a eaehe of money that Claire 
is eertain Arthur is hiding some- 
where in his penthouse. 

The first niee surprise in Tower 
Heist is that it’s not nearly as dopey 
and broad as the trailer suggests. I 
was expeeting, I don’t know. Night 
at the Museum or something. But 
Tower Heist has more going on. 
The regular guy trying to pull off 


an elaborate erime is a decent set- 
up but plenty of decent setups can 
go wrong. Here, some combination 
of restraint, solid performances and 
good pacing makes it work. 

The performances are the oth- 
er nice surprise in Tower Heist. I 
found myself thinking “wow, it’s 
really fun to watch Casey Affleck.” 
His Charlie is a nice guy but not 
as ambitious or as smart as Josh. 
Affleck is good at playing guys 
like that without turning them into 
one-note cartoons. Also not car- 
toony was Murphy, who can go so 
big as to overtake a movie some- 
times. Here, his Slide is funny, sure, 
but also with a devious side. Still- 
er can also suffer from the movie 
problem, but he doesn’t let the role 
or some of the script’s more goofy 
lines get away from him. Broder- 
ick brings a great shlubbiness to 
his role as a formerly upper-mid- 
dle-class financial worker who is 
now barely existing, sans family, 
at a sad motel. Even Leoni, who I 
don’t think I’ve seen in a while, is 
believable in her role and interest- 
ing to watch to such a degree that 
I think it’s time someone consider 
developing some TNT procedural 
drama for her. 

The other breakout supporting 
character here is Gabourey Sidibe, 
who plays a maid with a fast-expir- 
ing worker’s permit looking for a 
quick marriage to help her stay in 
the U.S. If all you know of Sidibe 
is her role in Precious, this role lets 
you see where her real talent may 
lie — comedy. As is also shown in 
her role on The Big C, Sidibe knows 
how to give her characters muscle 
and heart and a kind of girliness. 

I don’t want to oversell this mov- 
ie; it’s not the greatest comedy 
you’ll ever see, not the best caper 
movie. But it is a nice understated 
(for its genre) mix of those things 
and an entertaining ride. B-

A Very Harold 
& Kumar 3D 
Christmas (R) 

Our loveable stoners 
are in high spirits once 
again in A Very Harold & 
Kumar 3D Christmas^ the 
charmingly moronic third 
entry in the series. 

In the years since last we saw 
our duo, Harold (John Cho) has 
become a successful member of 
adult society with a good job, a 
lovely wife and a very nice home 
in the suburbs. Kumar (Kal Penn) 
has done none of these things. He 
got kicked out of med school for 
failing a drug test, lives in the same 
apartment that he and Harold used 
to share and has even alienated 
Vanessa (Danneel Ackles), the girl 
whose wedding Kumar broke up in 
the second movie. But Vanessa has 
news that might finally bring to an 
end Kumar’s exceptionally extend- 
ed adolescence: she’s pregnant. 
Kumar handles this news badly, 
immediately regrets his reaction 
and, when a package arrives for 
Harold, he seeks out his old friend, 
in part we suspect to find someone 
to talk to. 

You see, Harold and Kumar have 
drifted apart. As it is, Kumar’s best 
friend is now a loathsome sleaze 
named Adrian (Amir Blumenfeld). 
Harold’s new best friend is the very 
suburban Todd (Tom Lincoln), a 
man who calls Harold “Harry” and 
who has never heard of the Wu- 
Tang Clan. Harold, fearing the 
destruction Kumar might cause, 
didn’t even invite his one-time bes- 
tie to his upcoming holiday party. 
As it is, Harold’s Christmas Eve is 
consumed with perfecting the dec- 
orations for his house and with 
Maria’s visiting family, includ- 


ing her Christmas fundamentalist 
father (Danny Trejo in full Machete 
mode). 

When Kumar shows up to give 
Harold the package, many things 
go wrong and soon Harold & 
Kumar and Adrian and Todd — and 
his toddler daughter Ava (Ash- 
ley Cross and Chloe Cross) — are 
headed back into the city in search 
of the perfect Christmas tree that 
will please Maria’s father and save 
Christmas. 

What’s more offensive, the jokes 
about Asians or the jokes about 
Mexicans? That’s hard to say — 
it’s like asking: what’s worse, the 
scenes with a baby high on cocaine 
or the part where Santa is acci- 
dentally shot in the face? Or is the 
answer to every “what’s worse” 
question simply “every scene with 
Neil Patrick Harris in it,” who 
indeed plays the worst person in 
the world and yet still manag- 
es to be sparkling and delightful? 
(Seldom do you see an actor hav- 
ing an absolutely smashing time 
the way Harris does here.) As with 
previous Harold & Kumars, this 
movie embraces its offensiveness 
and its toilet humor vision of life, 
and somehow manages to come 
out the other end looking kind of 
clever. It’s hard to describe what 
makes the un-PC jokes here so 
much better and smarter than the 
meanness-edged homophobia and 
misogyny of many a dude come- 
dy. Delivery? The inherent decency 
of Harold and Kumar? The fact that 
it’s all presented with a big slop- 
py dog kiss of love? The very first 
Harold & Kumar had some smart 
stuff to say about race and class and 
the immigrant experience. This one 
actually has some nice observations 
about growing up and marriage. So, 
maturity, insightfulness, pot jokes. 

A Very Harold & Kumar 3D 
Christmas isn’t just fun, isn’t just 
smarter than it looks, it’s also a nice 
addition to the holiday movie col- 
lection in the vein of Scrooged and 
Bad Santa. B

Twentysomethings Seth Bregman (Penn 
Badgley), young and a bit jerky, and Peter 
Sullivan (Zaehary Quinto), older and 
smart, wateh from their banks of eom- 
puters as human resourees offieials walk 
into the offiee, tapping people about to 
be axed. Just keep your heads down and 
keep working, says Will Emerson (Paul 
Bettany), a boss and veteran of previous 
downturns and layoffs. They are all a bit 
shoeked when one of those tapped is Erie 
Dale (Stanley Tueei), a man senior enough 
that he had his own offiee and oversaw 
the group Seth and Peter worked in. Erie 
is eanned and eseorted out of the building 
so fast he doesn’t have time to finish what 
he’s working on — and nobody wants to 
hear about it from him. As he gets on the 
elevator to leave, he has just enough time 
to hand a thumb drive to Peter and tell him 
that it’s important someone looks at it. 
“Be eareful,” he warns and then the door 
eloses. 

Later that night when Seth and Will 
go out drinking, Peter, a roeket seientist 
who pieked finanee beeause the money 
was better, starts looking through Erie’s 
work. What he realizes when working 
out the equations on the drive is that Erie 
had diseovered not a mere problem with 
some numbers but a disaster, one that had 
already started. Beeause of instability in 
the market, the firm would very soon have 
more loss on its books than value in its 
eompany. 

Peter ealls Seth and Will, already sev- 
eral drinks into their evening, baek. Will 
ealls his boss, Sam Rogers (Kevin Spae- 
ey), baek in to the offiee. Sam ealls his 
boss, Jared Cohen (Simon Baker), who 
ealls risk experts Sarah Robertson (Demi 
Moore) and Ramesh Shah (Aasif Mand- 
vi) into the meeting. And then all of them 
go to meet with big boss John Tuld (Jer- 
emy Irons), who has helieoptered in for 
the event. Through it all the firm’s vari- 
ous bosses all deeide they want Erie Dale 
baek, to talk to him and to keep him from 
talking. But, naturally, beeause they fired 
him, his eell phone was shut off before he 
left the building. 

As the problem goes up eaeh level, we 
understand the seriousness of the situation 
even if we don’t understand the speeif- 
ie finaneial instruments being deseribed. 
And, aetually, we understand that beeause 
we ean remember how it all fell — that 
this bank was selling a thing we didn’t 
really understand to that bank and even- 
tually both banks were taking a loss on 
it and it soon turned into industry- and

then eountry-wide layoffs and panie and 
foreelosures (mortgages being both the 
beginning and then the end of the destrue- 
tion eyele). 

The movie sets up two interesting sit- 
uations toward the end. The first is how 
this unnamed firm deeides to deal with 
its problem of too many toxie assests. As 
the movie presents it, the solutions are 
to destroy the firm or destroy the mar- 
ket and it’s a niee bit of story-telling to 
wateh whieh side the different eharaeters 
eome down on and how they make their 
peaee with what happens. The seeond is a 
speeeh that Will gives as morning breaks 
and everyone begins to really understand 
how widespread the fallout from their dis- 
eovery will be. Seth fears he may not make 
it through the deeper euts that will inevi- 
tably eome, whieh perhaps moves him for 
the first time to eonsider the plight of reg- 
ular people. Will then voiees a eritieism 
of the role of “regular people” in the eol- 
lapse — our spending and over-borrowing 
and failure to eonsider basie faets about 
where all the money was eoming from. It’s 
a niee moment that keeps the movie from 
being about sharply dilineated villains and 
suekers, neither the damage nor the blame 
stopped with well-dressed, very well-paid 
guys on Wall Street. Margin Call isn’t Wall 
Street 2 or even Tower Heist, it doesn’t let 
us get away with setting up the erisis as an 
us-versus-them situation. It subtly shows 
us the reasoning behind the aetions of the 
Thems and reminds us of the eomplieity 
of the Us. 

Aside from the speeifies of its subjeet 
matter. Margin Call is a very niee, well- 
aeted tale about work. Not poliee work, 
where there’s shooting and physieal jeop- 
ardy. Not medieal work, where buzzers 
helpfully signal when the tension is going 
to mount. But regular work, offiee work 
where most of what we do seems very 
loealized but oeeasionally it has bigger 
eonsequenees. There are problems that a 
group of people with varying motives and 
opinions about eaeh other have to solve 
together. There are moral eompromises 
that people have to make to pay for things 
like the house their family lives in or the 
veterinarian who is taking eare of their 
dog. There are ealeulations to be made 
about the future of the business or the 
industry or their own personal eareers. The 
finaneial system setting gives this set-up 
more sexiness than it would have at, say, a 
paper eompany where to tell the stories of 
the workers it makes sense to mostly play 
it for laughs. But The Office let the finan- 
eial erisis and eorporate woes bleed into 
its story in a way that helped remind you 
exaetly why people show up to the Seran- 
ton offiee building every day. Here, it’s the 
opposite — we get just enough of the per- 
sonal details of the people in this offiee 
setting to remind you that their aetions will 
have real-world effeets on real flesh and 
blood humans. 

Margin Call is engrossing even if you 
don’t understand every finaneial term and 
market twist. B+

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Here come the holidays 

Trans-Siberian Orchestra rolls through Manchester for two shows

A few sure signs that holi- 
day season is near are rumors 
of Blaek Friday sales, gift shops 
ehanging from pumpkin- to hol- 
ly-seented eandles, and the 
arrival of Trans-Siberian Orehes- 
tra at the Verizon Wireless Arena, 
something that’s happened every 
year sinee 2004. 

The band features more than 
20 performers working on two 
stages, with lasers, smoke bombs 
and multiple levels of seaffolding 
that requires a fleet of trueks to 
haul around. The first half of the 
show typieally draws from the 
band’s multi-platinum Christ- 
mas Trilogy, songs like “Dream 
Child,” “Old City Bar” and 
“Christmas Eve (Sarajevo).” For 
the latter portion, TSO proves 
it’s not a one-season band, per- 
forming musie from 2010’s 
Night Castle, Beethovens Last 
Night and two other works due 
for release next year, Romanov: 
What Kings Must Whisper and 
Gutter Ballet & The New York 
Rock Express. 

Both date baek to TSO’s ear- 
ly years. Romanov was supposed 
to be their first reeord in 1994, 
but Paul O’Neill (a TSO eom- 
poser as well as a lyrieist and 
produeer) was urged to wait for a 
ehanee to turn it into a full stage 
produetion. 

“William Morris got this 
insane bidding war going,” 
O’Neill said reeently by phone 
while taking a break from tour 
preparations. Figures as high as 
$30 million were diseussed, “but 
my agent got me something bet- 
ter, something he shouldn’t have 
been able to get, whieh was 
100 pereent artistie eontrol over 
everything.” 

Then, his vision eollided with 
reality. 


“I work in roek ’n’ roll, and 
take-your-breath-away produe- 
tion is eompletely different from 
what Broadway eonsiders that 
to be,” O’Neill says. ''Cats and 
Phantom of the Opera are mas- 
terpieees, but when you look at 
these shows, basieally they’re 
using the same teehnology they 
were doing in the 1920s. People 
roll sets on and off, you got some 
lights, maybe a little fog, eos- 
tumes and that’s about it.” 

Gutter Ballet was eoneeived 
in the late 1970s as a blues/roek/ 
gospel projeet, until the late gui- 
tarist Criss Oliva heard it during 
sessions O’Neill was produe- 
ing with his band Savatage. “He 
suggested we metal-ize it up,” 
reealls O’Neill of what eventual- 
ly beeame 1 99 1’s Streets: A Rock 
Opera. 

Now, TSO is returning to 
O’Neill’s original vision: “It’s 
a Leon Russell-meets-Randy 
Newman, honky-tonk piano kind 
of a thing,” he says. “We’ve so 
pushed the prog roek envelope 
. . . this is a 90-degree right turn.” 
Ultimately, it will eontain the 
elements that have made TSO a 
fan favorite and one of Billboard 
Magazine’s Top 25 live aets. 

“We’re refining this thing 
we eall Roek Theatre — we 
take tried and true storytelling, 
things like Amadeus, and eom- 
bine it with the produetion and 
voeal standards of roek ’n’ roll,” 
O’Neill says. “There have been 
so many roek operas done where 
even after the band explains it 
to me, I don’t get it. In TSO we 
always write it in prose, and we 
re-tell it in poetry form — I stole 
that from Osear Wilde . . . you get 
a great story that’s emotional- 
ly engaging, and then the speeial 
effeets have way more impaet.” 

The band worked on both 
reeords simultaneously, to avoid 
the kinds of ehallenges that 


delayed the last album by near- 
ly five years. 

“Writing is the easy part, but 
finding the right voiees to bring 
eertain eharaeters to life is the 
hard part,” says O’Neill, reeall- 
ing the logistieal nightmare of 
booking busy singers. “The 
band’s joke was, what will we 
see first, a MeDonald’s on Mars 
or Night CastleT 

TSO reeently eompleted a sue- 
eessful tour of Europe, the band’s 
first trip aeross the pond. 

“YouTube paved the way in 
ways we eould not have eom- 
prehended,” O’Neill says. On 
the tour’s final show in London, 
they performed for Queen — the 
band, not the person. 

Playing in Vienna, where 
Mozart was bom and Beethoven 
made many of his greatest works, 
was a speeial thrill for O’Neill. 

“Mozart was the world’s first 
roek star, and Beethoven was the 
world’s first heavy metal star,” 
he says. “When you think of the 
opening riff of the Fifth Sympho-

ny — dun dun dun dum! If Led 
Zeppelin, Aerosmith or Blaek 
Sabbath had written that no one 
would have believed it. He was 
ahead of his time, and it was def- 
initely a magieal moment in my 
life.” 

Last fall, a TSO speeial began 
airing on PBS, the first to show 
the band playing in eoneert, and 
they hope to eventually release a 
full-length DVD of Beethoven s 
Last Night. Also in the works 
for the ever-busy band is a novel 
ealled Merry Christmas, Rab- 
bi, illustrated by TSO’s longtime 
artist Greg Hildebrandt; a four- 
page exeerpt will appear in the 
tour program. 

When the band hits the stage 
in Manehester for two shows on 
Nov. 13, fans ean expeet to see 
many familiar figures and a few 
first-time members, something 
O’Neill is always exeited about. 

“This band breathes,” he says. 
“It’s good to see new faees eom- 
ing up.”

During a week when Zooey Desehanel 
and Ben Gibbard ealled it quits after two 
years of marriage, it was a supreme relief to 
bask in the glow of happy eouple Sarah Lee 
Guthrie and Johnny Irion.

Daly. As Irion plueked his guitar during the 
song’s break, he strolled aeross the stage, 
dipped his head down and in a single motion, 
then rose with an impish grin, his faee just 
inehes from Guthrie’s. She responded with a 
megawatt smile. 

The two might have been the only ones 
in the room, not part of a band making its 
national television debut.

the acoustic guitars and timpani, the open- 
ness ... I was inspired — there’s a crew of 
people who are hearing what I am hearing.” 

Bright Examples is a richly textured 
affair, but the sessions that produced it were 
more like a big party, as a crowd of like- 
minded musicians gathered at Dreamland 
Studios, a converted church near Wood- 
stock, N.Y. 

“The fun for me is to get everybody there 
and then for everybody to be jazzed about 
your songs,” Irion says. “It’s really reward- 
ing as far as all the work you go through to 
stockpile ideas . . . Gary Louris calls it nest- 
ing — just put all these ideas in the nest and 
see what hatches.” 

After a few years of working as a duo, 
it was fun to get back into a band vibe, Iri- 
on says. 

“We made the record with the Jayhawks 
[Exploration, 2005] and we’d be going back 
and forth between the duo and the band and 
I just found that we were not doing either 
one of them very well and we just decided 
— no more band, no more plugging in the 
damn acoustic guitar, let’s buy some mikes 
and put them in front of us and we’re going 
to hone this craft of being an acoustic duo.” 

Irion began in the Chapel Hill, N.C., indie 
scene as a member of Queen Sarah Satur- 
day and later worked with Dillon Fence. He 
moved to L.A. to make an album with Chris 
Robinson of the Black Crowes in the late 
1990s, but soon abandoned the project after 
deciding to start a band with drummer Mike 
Simpson. Both shared a love of American 
roots music. 

“I was listening to the Carter Family, the 
Louvin Brothers and a lot of Everly Broth- 
ers — harmony stuff,” Irion says. He and 
Simpson moved into a house behind The 
Alley, a legendary North Hollywood studio 
built by Lowell George and Bonnie Raitt in 
the early 1970s. Guthrie was working in a 
record store, and the two were quickly fall- 
ing in love. They would marry in 1999. 

“She would come over after work and 
listen to a new song that Mike and I were 
working on,” Irion says. “That’s when I 
really cut my teeth on the two-minute coun- 
try song. And Sarah Lee was there through 
all of that and that’s how we really started 
singing together.” 

The couple also performed in the Guthrie 
Family Rides Again tour with Sarah Lee’s 
father, Arlo Guthrie. Of the family legacy.

Irion says, “I think there’s a lot of pre-con- 
ceived notions about sons and daughters of 
...we deal with that a little bit, but once 
we’re there and people see us, they get it.” 

The rich Guthrie history led to Go Wag- 
galoo, a children’s record made with Arlo 
Guthrie, folk legend Pete Seeger and his 
grandson Tao Rodriguez- Seeger. The 2009 
album included three songs with lyrics 
by Sarah Lee’s grandfather Woody, put to 
music for the first time. 

The folk song has evolved from the 
days of “Deportee” and “This Land is 
Your Land.” In the opening line of Bright 
Examples' loping title track, Irion meets a 
hiker on the Appalachian Trail and loans 
him a cell phone to call Boston. Such a 
thing would have been science fiction to 
Woody Guthrie. 

“I didn’t think about that,” says Irion with 
a laugh. “But the last verse — ‘We watched 
the branches as we rolled down the moun- 
tain/the seeds of peace, how they grew’ 
— that’s definitely a Pete Seeger reference. 
I think of Pete every time I sing that line.”

Back in the studio 

Ellis Paul focuses on change with 16th album

Ellis Paul, the recipient of 13 Boston 
Music Awards (second to only Aerosmith), 
will bring his modern folk sound to the 
Tupelo Music Hall in Londonderry on Sun- 
day, Nov. 13, at 7 p.m. Paul, of Boston, will 
perform a set list filled with songs from his 
early career and from his new album The 
Day After Everything Changed. He spoke 
with the Hippo about his music, future 
plans and his very own holiday. 

How has your sound evolved over the 
last 20 years [of touring]? 

Well, I’ve developed, probably, as a gui- 
tar player quite a lot ... [my music] has got 
more orchestral over the years and I got bet- 
ter at it. I used to sound like a choir boy and 
now I sound like I’ve been singing for 20 
years; now there is a little tear in my voice 
and age in my voice. My music is also a 
little less lyric-driven and a little more con- 
versational and poetic — those are kind of 
standard, over time, evolutionary things.

al points, some kind of crossroad in life. 
It was a good encompassing title for the 
whole record. 


How do you think folk music has been 
able to maintain its popularity? 

It’s fimny because folk music isn’t the 
sort of popular music that it was in the ear- 
ly 1960s when Peter, Paul and Mary were 
big .... There are probably more people that 
[play folk music] now and more venues for 
it now than there were back then. It’s basi- 
cally non-commercial music — not written 
for money and not written to be making 
money. It’s written to be expressive, infor- 
mative, educational, and I think that’s why 
people will never really grow out of it ... 
it’s honest without being money-driven. 

The Day After Everything Changed is 
your first studio album in five years. What 
made you decide to get back in the studio? 

I had done a greatest-hits record and a 
kids’ record in that five-year period and had 
accumulated a bunch of songs. I was ready 
to go back in the studio.... It’s a different 
world than it was 10 years ago, this was 
a fan-funded project, that was [my] first 
experiment with that and it went very well. 
People coughed up $100,000 for the record 
and I had a bigger budget than I ever had 
before. That allowed me take my time on 
the record and just do it right. 

What was it like to receive such an out- 
pouring of support? 

It was surprising ... a lot of people come 
to see me several times during the year 
and travel great distances so I knew there 
was the commitment . . . putting your mon- 
ey where your mouth is a different thing. It 
was shocking, really. I have a lot of grati- 
tude for my fans. 

What is the significance of the album 
title? 

There is a song on the record by that 
name. When I was looking at what the 
songs on the album were all about, they 
seemed to be characters all at transition- 


Which of your 16 albums has the most 
meaning to you? 

[laughs] They all kind of represent differ- 
ent things, different times in my life. The 
first one is very important because it was 
my first one .... The second one was more 
story songwriting which I focus most of 
my style on . . . and I think the last one is 
important because it really was a fan-driven 
record for the very first time. It showed me 
I didn’t need label to do a good record, to be 
able to promote it and get it out to people. 

What do you have planned next? 

I’m working on a second children’s 
record and I will be done in the next month 
or so — it’s for slightly older kids. Early 
next year I will get ready for my next adult 
record, which will come out next year. 

Can you tell me a little about your song- 
writing process? How long before your 
career really started to take off did you 
start writing songs? 

I started writing around same time I start- 
ed playing, around age 20. I keep my ear 
open for phrases a lot of times, people’s sto- 
ries that interest me that deserve to be heard. 
I have a little antenna I guess I walk around 
with in my head. I’m constantly scoping 
out the horizon for ideas, it’s kind of a dai- 
ly process. I then sit and play my guitar and 
try to come up with interesting guitar parts 
. . . it’s kind of like Lincoln Logs. I just keep 
stacking verses and guitar parts until I have 
a little house built. 

What is it like to know your music has 
been a soundtrack for popular movies 
/Shallow Hal; Me, Myself & Irene, and 
Hall Pass, to name a few]? 

It’s really an emotional experience. I 
don’t do videos or that kind of thing. It’s 
nice to see the music used as an emotional 
backdrop . . . with characters flowing in and 
out. . . . It’s a pretty touching experience. . . . 
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Boston Mayor Tom Menino declared 
July 9, 2010, Ellis Paul Day, Is that an 
event you plan to celebrate annually? 

[laughs] My party of one. Me and a 
little sparkler. [The dedication] was a sur- 
prise. My manager set it up somehow and 
the mayor presented it at my show in Bos- 
ton. It was a nice little thing and kind of 
comical as well. I wouldn’t have minded 
just an hour but I got a whole day. 

What should people expect at your 
Tupelo show? 

Folks who haven’t seen one of my 
shows will be surprised how many peo- 
ple sing in audience. There is a lot of 
participation in the songs, stories behind 
the songs and humorous bits in between 
songs. My shows are a little vaudevil- 


lian. There is lot of dimension to them 
to get the crowd involved as much as I 
can. It’s boring just to be up there play- 
ing and people just sit there and listen. 
It’s the interaction on my end that keeps 
me going show to show to show.... The 
Tupelo, if people haven’t been, is a gem 
right there in the neighborhood in Lon- 
donderry. It’s one of the best clubs to play 
at all around the country.

Saddam Hussein in the News 

(1) Mohamed Bishr, an Egyptian man bear- 
ing a remarkable resemblanee to the late Iraqi 
dietator, elaimed in Oetober that he had been 
briefly kidnapped after spuming an offer to 
portray Saddam in a pom video. Bishr’s adult 
sons told the al-Ahram newspaper in Alex- 
andria that their father had been offered the 
equivalent of $330,000. (In 2002, aeeording to 
a 2010 Washington Post report, the CIA brief- 
ly eontemplated using a Saddam impersonator 
in a pom video as a tool to publiely embarrass 
Saddam into relinquishing power prior to the 
U.S. invasion.) (2) In Oetober, former British 
soldier Nigel Ely offered at auetion in Der- 
by, England, a two-foot-square pieee of metal 
that he said eame from the ieonie Baghdad 
statue of Saddam toppled by U.S. Marines in 
April 2003. Ely said he had grabbed the pieee 
indiseriminately, but remembers that it was a 
portion of Saddam’s buttoeks. 

Can’t Possibly Be True 

• Apparently, ofiieials at the Chattanooga Met- 
ropolitan Airport felt the need for professional 
guidanee on rebranding their faeility to (as one 
put it) “earry it into the modem era,” and so hired 
the ereative talents of Big Communieations of 
Birmingham, Ala., to help. Big’s suggested name 
for the airport, announeed to great fanfare in Sep- 
tember: “Chattanooga Airport.” 

• Justiee! ... Now! (1) Elsie Pawlow, a 
senior eitizen of Edmonton, Alberta, filed a 
$100,000 lawsuit in September against Kraft 
Canada Ine., parent eompany of the makers 
of Stride Gum, whieh brags that it is “ridieu- 
lously long-lasting.” Pawlow eomplained that 
she had to semb down her dentures after using 
Stride, to “dig out” speeks of gum — a eondi- 
tion that eaused her to experienee “depression 
for approximately 10 minutes.” (2) Colleen 
O’Neal filed a lawsuit reeently against United/ 
Continental airlines over the “post traumat- 
ie stress disorder” she said she has suffered 
sinee a 20-minute flight in Oetober 2009 — 
in whieh, during turbulent weather, the plane 
“banked” from side to side and lost altitude. 

• In August, a state eourt in Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, awarded 3,000 euros (about $4,200) 
to Magnus Gaefgen, 36, on his elaim that 
during a 2002 poliee interrogation, offieers 
“threat(ened) ... violenee” against him if he 
did not diselose what he knew about a miss- 
ing 1 1 -year-old boy who was later found dead. 
In 2003, Gaefgen was eonvieted of the boy’s 
murder and is serving a life sentenee, but the 
eourt nevertheless thought he should be eom- 
pensated for his “pain and suffering.” 

• Names in the News: The man stabbed 
to death in Calgary, Alberta, in August: the 
29-year-old Mr. Brent Stabbed Last. Among 
the family members of Jared Loughner (the 
man eharged with shooting U.S. Rep. Gabri- 
elle Giffords in January) who were interviewed 
by authorities regarding mental illnesses in 
the Loughner family: Loughner ’s distant 
eousin Judy Waekt. Passed away in May in 
Frederieksburg, Va.: retired Army Sgt. Har- 
ry Palm. Charged with murder in Deeatur, 111., 
in September: a (predietably underrespeeted) 
15 -year-old boy named Shitavious Cook. 

• Hey, It Could’ve Happened: (1) The Brit- 
ish reereation firm UK Paintball announeed in 
August that a female eustomer had been injured 
after a paintball shot hit her in the ehest, eausing 
her silieone breast implant to “explode.” The 
eompany reeommended that paintball faeilities

supply better ehest proteetion for women with 
implants. (2) The Moseow, Russia, newspaper 
Moskovsky Komsomolets reported in Oeto- 
ber that a loeal woman’s life had been saved by 
her “state-of-the-art” silieone breast implant. 
Her husband had stabbed her repeatedly in 
the ehest during a domestie argument, but the 
implant’s gel supposedly defieeted the blade. 

Ultimate Catfighting 

(1) In Charlotte, N.C., in Oetober, a female 
motorist was arrested for ramming anoth- 
er woman’s ear after that woman said “Good 
morning” to the motorist’s boyfriend as the 
women dropped kids off at sehool. (2) In Arbu- 
tus, Md., in Oetober, a woman was arrested 
for throwing bleaeh and disinfeetant at another 
woman in a Walmart (an ineident in whieh at 
least 19 bystanders sought medieal assistanee). 
Poliee learned that the arrestee’s ehild’s father 
had beeome the boyfriend of the bleaeh-targeted 
woman. (3) In a hospital in Upland, Pa., in Oeto- 
ber, two pregnant women (ages 21 and 22) were 
arrested after injuring a woman, 36, and a girl, 
15, in a brawl inside a patient’s room. 

Unclear on the Concept 

• The North Koreans ealled it a “emise 
ship” and tried to establish a business model 
to attraet wealthy tourists from China, but to 
the New York Times reporter on board in Sep- 
tember, the 40-year-old boat was more like a 
“tramp steamer” on whieh “vaeationers” paid 
the equivalent of $470 to “enjoy” five days 
and nights at sea. More than 200 people board- 
ed the “dim” and “musty” vessel, “sometimes 
eight to a room with floor mattresses” and iffy 
bathrooms. The onboard “entertainment” eon- 
sisted not of shuffleboard but of “deeks of 
eards” and karaoke. Dinner “resembled a mess 
hall at an Ameriean Army base,” but with left- 
overs thrown overboard (even though some 
of it was blown baek on deek). The trip was 
eapped, wrote the Times, by the boat’s erashing 
into the pier as it doeked, knoeking a eomer of 
the stmeture “into a pile of rubble.” 


• The thief who made off with the valu- 
able lamp from St. Patriek’s Catholie Chureh 
in Winson Green, England, in Oetober might 
well return to the building soon, for eonfession. 
Clearly visible on the surveillanee video inside 
was the man, as he was just about to snateh up 
the lamp, making the sign of the eross. 

• Sally Strieker was angry that the Nebras- 
ka troopers patrolling the state fair grounds in 
September had told her that she had an “ille- 
gal” message on her T-shirt and that if she 
wished to remain at the fair, she would have 
to either ehange shirts or wear hers inside out. 
The “message” was a marijuana leaf with the 
slogan “Don’t panie. It’s organie.” Strieker was 
at the fair to attend the night’s live eoneert — 
starring (marijuana-friendly) Willie Nelson. 

• Boise State University’s highly rated 
football team suspended three players for sev- 
eral games at the beginning of the season for 
violating eligibility mles by reeeiving impermis- 
sible finaneial benefits. Aeeording to an Oetober 
news release by the sehool, the most prominent 
player sanetioned was Geraldo Boldewijn, the 
team’s fastest wide reeeiver, who had improper- 
ly reeeived the use of a ear. (However, it was a 
1990 Toyota Camry with 177,000 miles on it.) 

Mixed Evidence on Smoking 

(1) It’s Bad for You: A 44-year-old wom- 
an was hospitalized with a head injury and a 
broken elaviele in September after she inad- 
vertently walked into a still-moving train at 
the Needham Center station near Boston. Her 
attention had been diverted beeause she was 
trying to light her eigarette as she walked. (2) 
Sometimes, It’s OK: A 51 -year-old woman 
told poliee she fought off an attempted street 
robbery in Pennsville Township, N.J., in Oeto- 
ber by burning the age-20-something assailant 
with her lit eigarette. She said the man yelled 
“Oueh” and ran away.
